who  recently  succeeded  Sir  Edward  Car- 
npn  an  First  I^ord  of  the  Admiralty, 
made  his  firm  address  In  Parliament  to- 
day, and  gave  Hume  interesting  and 
anxiously  awaited  figures  on  the  work 
of  tlie  navy  and  shipping  in  general.

tion ot  the  unceanlng  war  the  British 
and  American  patrols  are  making  on 
the  Bubniurlne*  in  hi*  statement  that 
during  the  last  uusrtor  the  enemy  had 
lost  an  many  submarines'  aa  during  the 
'  whole  of  1916.  Referring  to  the  ques- 
tion of  publishing  the  tonnage  of  Brit- 
ish merchantmen  lost  through  sdb- 
marlne*.  he  said  he  had  made  a  moat 
careful  investigation  and.,  had  approach- 
ed the  subject  with  the  Idea  that  it  wan 
desirable  and  it  ought  to  be  possible  to 
give  the  public  figures,  because,  he  add- 
ed, "it  Is  hardly  conceivable  that  the 
enemy  does  not  know  what  he  Is  sink- 
ing.", 

He.  regretted  to  say,  however,  that  he 
had  not  found  it  possible  to  arrive  at 
any  form  of  publication  which  would 
not  convey  most  valuable  Information 
to  the  enemy,  which  he  did  not  now  pos- 
sess, if  the  Information  were  given  in 
regular  sequence  for  specific  periods. 
Changes  In  Admiralty 

The  First  Lord  began  his  lengthy 
maiden  speech  with  the  announcement 
Of  his  dtcislon  to  revise  his  office  by 
the  addition  of  another  civil  lord,  be- 
cause he*  had  found  this  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  increased  work. 

"1  hope  to  make  an  appointment 
•hortTry,"  ho  said.  "The  board  will  then 
consist  of  eight  naval  officers  and  four 
civilian*.  incltttftir^Hf  rJelf.  An  Im- 
portant change  has  been  made  in  the  ar- 
rangements dealing  with  .  Admiralty 
business.  The'  members  of  the  board 
have  been  grouped  Into  two  formal  com- 
mittees, operations  and  maintenance, 
each  meeting  once  a  week  or  more,  if 
necessary.  The  First  Lord  Is  ex-offlcto 
chairman  of  both  comlttees,  and  per- 
sonally I  make  a  point  of  presiding  over 
them  as  often  as  possible." 

Sir  Eric  announced  that  it  had  been 
decided  that  Vlce-Admtral  Wemyss,  the 
first  Deputy  Sea  Lord,  will  give  his 
whole  attention  to  naval  staff  matters. 
Further  additions  had  been  made  to  the 
naval  stafr  with  the  object  of  strength- 
ening; its  control  over  operations. 

"1  have  studied  from  a  variety  of 
sources."  he  said,  "statements  made  by 
the  enemy  as  to  tonnage  and  posltioi,, 
and  have  come  to  the  definite  conclusion 
that  not  only  does  he  not  know  what  Is 
being  sunk  but  thnt  he  would  like  very 
much  indeed  to  know  what  Is  being 
sunk  regularly,  month  by  month,  or 
week  by  week,  or  even  exactly  for  a 
period. 

Coping    With    Menace 

8lr  Brlc,  supplementing  the  rocent 
statement  by  Premier  Lloyd  George  in 
Albert  Hall,  said  that  he  could  give  cer- 
tain information  which  would  show  that 
"we  are  making  reasonably  satisfactory 
progress  In  overcoming  the  menace  of 
the  enemy's  submarine  activities.'' 

Ho  added  that  the  House  would 
realise  that  "however  great  the  loss  of 
mercantile  tonnage  Is — and  the  figures 
.are  still  very  formidable — we  cannot  at 
this  stage  of  the  war  pick  any  one  Item 
to  deduce  therefrom  that  the  war — even 
any  phase  of  it — ia  going  well  or 
badly." 

The  kaleidoscopic  change  which  goes 
on  In  actual  warfare,  he  added.  Is  con- 
tinually Occurring  In  workshops  and 
shipyards.  To  the  uninformed  observer 
it  must  appear  sometimes  that  there  la 
no  method  In  the  madness  of  those  who 
control  these  matters. 

"But,"  said  he,  "I  would  appeal  "to  the 
country  for  confidence.  There  is  a 
method  In  what  we  do. 

■lgnlflcant   Figures 

"The  general  situation  regarding  sub- 
marine warfare  can  best  be  demon- 
strated by  the  following  figures:  Since 
the  beginning  of  the  war  between  4« 
and  SO  per  cent  of  the  German  subma- 
rine* operating  in  the  North  Sea,  the 
Atlantic  and  Arctic  oceans  have  been 
sunk.  During  the  last  quarter  the  en- 
emy has  lost  a*  many  submarines  a* 
during  the  whole  of  mis. 

"A*  regards  the  ainktngs  of  British 
merchantmen  tonnage  by  submarine*, 
the  Gorman  official  figures  for  August 
are  $01,000  tons  of  all  nationalities. 
They  sank  a  little  more  than  one-third 
of  that  amount  of  British  tonnage  and 
a  little  more  than  half  of  all  nationali- 
ties. 

"For  September  their  official  figure* 
war*  tTs.000  tons.  They  sank  far  leas 
than  one-third  of  that  amount  of  British 
tonnage,  and  lea*  than  one-half  of  that 
amount  of  all  nationalities. 

"The  Germans  claim  our  tonnage  Is 
falling  so  low  that  there  are  not  enough 
ship*)  on  tbe  sea  to  enable  their  submar- 
ine commanders  to  maintain  their  bag.

ONLY  FEW  BOMBS 

DROPPED  IN  LONDON 


British  Aviators  Carry  Out  Re- 
prisals at  Bavarian  Points 
— Munitions  Factories  At- 
tacked With  Success, 


LONDON.  Nov.  l.--Last  night's  air 
raid  apparently  was  the  most  elaborate 
attempt  to  "lay  London  In  ruins"  ever 
made  by  the  Germans.  That  It  was  a 
failure  was  due  to  the  new  air  de- 
fences, which,  with  the  gunfire  of  the 
airplanes,  harassed  the  enemy  and 
broke  up  his  sqnadrons,  so  that  but 
three  machines  were  able  to  cross  the 
metropolis,  where  they  dropped  a  few 
bombs. 

Before  the  guns   broke  out  over  Lon- 


don, detonations  were  heard  a  long  way 
off  in  the  east  The  people  congratu- 
lated themselves  that  the  raiders  were 
being  kept  at  bay,  but  soon  sounds 
were  heard  which  told  the  tale  of  air- 
planes having  broke*  through.  During 
some  periods  the  firing  seemed  the  most 
intense  that  bad  been  heard  during  air 
raids.  The  atmospheric  conditions  pre- 
vented anything  being  seen  of  the  In- 
vaders. 

Bavarian   Town  Feels  Bepxteal 

AMSTERDAM,  Nov.  1.— Dispatches 
received  from  Ptrmasene,  Bavaria,  re* 
porting  an  Entente  air  raid,  say  bombs 
were  dropped  on  the  town  and  its  en- 
virons. 

One  person  was  killed  and  four 
wounded  and  some  material  damage  was 
done. 

German    Factories   Bombed 

LONDON,  Nov.  1.— Another  success- 
ful air  raid,  carried  out  by  twelve 
British  machine*,  ha*  boon  mad*  on 
German  munitions  factories  at  Kalaer- 
lauten,  Bavaria,  according  to* an  official 
communication   issued    tonight.

A  PACIFIC  PORT,  Nov.  1.— Japan  to 
date  has  loaned  the  Allies  1650,000,000 
and  has  "done  her  part  In  the  war — a 
part  that  Is  grest  In  Its  significance,'* 
Baron  Tanetaro  Megata,  head  of  a  spe- 
cial Japanese  finance  commission  to  the 
United  States,  told  an  audience  at  a 
luncheon  today  in  honor  of  the  com- 
mission. 

"In  matters  of  economy  and  finance 
Japan  has  been  supplying  much  to  help 
the  Allies.  The  sum  loaned  them 
considerably  exceeds  the  spool*  which 
my  country  has  obtained  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  war,"  he  said.  "The 
sentiment  of  Japan  toward  America, 
the  melting  pot  of  the  nation*.  Is 
steadily  growing  In  friendly  warmth,"** 
he  concluded. 

Investigation  with  a  view  to  ex- 
panding financial  and  •  economic  con- 
nections between  America  and  Japan, 
"which  shall  serve  to  promote  th*  mu- 
tual Interest  of  both  countries."  Is  th* 
object  of  the  commission.  Baron  Ms- 
gata  announced.

LONDON,  Nov.  1.— The  following 
official  communication  was  issued  here 
this  evening: 

"The  hostile  artillery  has  shown  con- 
siderable activity  rlurlng  the  day  east 
and  northeast  of  Tpres.  Our  own 
artillery  has  carried  out  a  number  ot 
bombardments  of  enemy  positions  In 
the  battle  area.  There  Is  nothing 
further   of  special   interest   to  report. 

"The  number  of  German  prisoners 
captured  by  the  British  armies  in 
Franco  during  October  is  0,136,  includ- 
ing 242  officers.  We  also  have  taken 
during  the  same"  period  15  guns,  431 
machine  guns  and  42  trench  mortars. 

"East  and  northeast  of  Ypres,  th* 
German  artillery  was  active  during  the 
night,"   says  the  early  official  report., 

"In  the  neighborhood  of  Pasachen- 
daele  a  hostile  concentration  was  dis- 
persed by  our  Are." 

Tiolent  Artillery  Firs 

PARIS,    Nov.    1. — The      official      com-, 
munlcatlon    Issued    by    the    War    Office 
tonight  reads  as  follows: 

"There  la  nothing  to  report^  except 
artillery  actions  of  some  violence  In 
several  sectors  north  of  the  Alsne,  in 
the  region  of  Les  Malsons  de  Cham- 
pagne, and  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
Meuse,    north   of   Bexonvaux. 

"Enemy  airplanes  bombarded  Calais 
in  the  night  of  October  29  and  Dunkirk 
last  night.  The  material  damage  was 
of  small  Importance,  and  there  were  no 
civilian  casualties.  , 

"Belgian  Communication:  There  has 
been  Intense  artillery  fighting  along 
the  Belgian  front.  It  was  particularly 
violent  before  Dlxmude,  especially  for 
trench  artillery.  We  carried  out  fires 
of  destruction  against  enemy  batteries 
and  works.  Airplanes  have  dropped 
numerous   bombs   on   our  cantonments." 


French  raiding  detachments  last 
night  penetrated  th*  German  line*  at 
several  point*,  the  War  Office  announc- 
ed earlier  today.  A  German  attack 
northwest  of  Rhelm*  was  repulsed.  Th* 
announcement   follow*: 

"The  artillery  fighting  was  rather 
spirited  along  our  new  positions  In  Bel- 
gium and  on  the  front  north  of  the 
Alsne.  The  enemy  attempted  without 
success  an  attack  on  our  small  posts 
north  of  tho  Loivre.  northwest  of 
Rhelm  a. 

"We  made  several  successful  Incur- 
sion* Into  th*  German  lines  near  Beth- 
Inconrt,  southeast  of  St.  Quentln.  in 
the  Champagne,  In  the  sector  of  Soualn. 
In  th*  region  of  Bo'ante  and  In  tbe 
Woevre,  north  ot  Fllrey.  We  brought 
back  four  prisoners  and  Inflicted  serlou" 
loss—  on  tho  enemy." 

BERLIN.  Oct  SI. — The  following  of- 
ficial statement  Issued  toy  the  War  Of- 
fice roads: 

"In  addition  to  the  main  attack  north- 
west  of  Tpres,  the  British  also  sought 
to  pros*  forward  to  Obeluvoit  on  tooth 
sides  of  th*  Manln-Tpres  road.  A*  a 
result  of  *ur  well-eJlrected  artillery  fir* 
only  w*ak  portion*  of  tho  cnomy  were 
able  to  advance.

"Front  of  the  German  Crown  Prince: 
On  the  Otse-Alsne  Canal  and  on  the  ele- 
vation in  front  of  the  Cliemln-des- 
Dames,  there  was  a  considerable  in- 
crease in  the  artillery  firing.  French 
infantry  was  Insctive.  On  the  eastern 
bank  of  the  Meuse  BJVer  our  destruc- 
tive Are  at  Chaume  Wood  prevented 
French  attacks  which  were  in  prepara- 
tion." 


GERMAN  CRISIS 
NOT  YET  SETTLED 


Reports  Through  Copenhagen 
and  Amsterdam  Are  Con- 
tradictory—Various Minis- 
terial Changes  at  Berlin, 


COPKNHAGBN,  Nov.  1.— The  politi- 
cal crisis  In  Germany,  so  far  as  I* 
shown  by  any  word  which  has  reached 
here  from  Berlin,  is  still  open,  and 
Count  von  Hertllng  has  not  decided 
whether  to  accept  the  Chancellorship. 
His  decision  apparently  is  dependent  on 
settlement  of  certain  difficulties  con- 
nected with  th*  office  of  the  President 
of  the  Prussian  Ministry.  According  to 
the  Catholic  organ  German!*,  be  made 
It  a  condition  of  his  acceptance  that 
the  Chancellorship  and  the  head  of  the 
Prussian  Ministry  should  not  be  sep- 
arated. 

Some  Berlin  newspapers  are  so  cer- 
tain that  Count  von  Hertllng  will  not 
accept  that  they  are  busying  them- 
selves with  the  next  step  In  th*  crisis. 

Th*  Taireblatt  mentions  the  vener- 
able Count  von  Posadowsky-Wehuer. 
former  Minister  of  the  Interior,  and 
now  Independent  member  of  the  Reichs- 
tag- for  the  Chancellorship.  Aside 
from  his  prestige  as  a  former  minis- 
ter, he  apparently  has  little  to  recom- 
mend him.  His  career  In  the  Relchs- 
teg  ha*  been  without  influence

LONDON,  Nov.  1.— The  British  army 
has  captured  the  town  of  Beersheba,  In 
Palestine.  The  text  of  the  War  Office 
i statement  says: 

"General  Allenby,  commander  of  tbe 
British  forces  in  Egypt,  reports  that 
after  a  night  march,  our  troops  at- 
tacked Beersheba  yesterday  morning. 
While  our  infantry  attacked  the  de- 
fences covering  the  town  from  the  west 
and  southwest,  mounted  troops  made  a 
wide  turning  movement  through  the 
desert  and  approached  It  from  the  east. 

''Beersheba  was  occupied  in  the 
evening  in  spite  of  determined  resist- 
ance by  the  enemy.  We  captured  1.800 
prisoners  and  nine  guns.  Our  losses 
were  slight  in  comparison  with  tho 
results  obtained." 

The  indications  from  Palestine,  are 
that  with  the  advent  of  favorable 
weather  the  British  forces  are  resuming 
their  active  campaign  up  the  Syrian 
coast  The  capture '  by  British  troop* 
of  Beersheba,  approximately  40  miles 
southwest  of  Jerusalem,  is  reported  in 
an  official  communication  Issued  here 
today. 

When  the  operations  in  Palestine 
were  halted  last  Spring  the  Bsrclsh  had 
pushed  up  the  coast  from  tho  Sinai 
Peninsula  to  the  gate*  of  Gaia,  on  the 
coast  of  Southern  Palestine,  while  in 
interior  Palestine  their  columns  had  ad- 
vanced on  a  virtually  parallel  front  to 
the  vicinity  of  'Beersheba.  There  were 
reports  that  there  had  been  a  penetra- 
tion as  far  northward  as  Hebron,  which 
is  less  than  twenty  miles  from  Jerusa- 
lem, tout  apparently  there  was  no  defi- 
nite advance  of  the  British  main  force 
to  that  point.

HOPE  YET  HELD  OF 
ITALIAN'  DEFENCE 
IN  NEW  POSITIONS 


Teutonic  Plan  of  Enveloping  and  Destroying  Third 
Army  Frustrated-^New  Line  Along  Tagliamento 
River  May  Withstand  Enemy's  Assaults— Allies 
Will  Give  Aid. 

DESPERATE  RESISTANCE  MADE 

BY  SEVERAL  DETACHMENTS 


WASHINGTON,  Nov.  1.— Reassuring 
news  from  Rome  today  came  In  official 
dispatches.  While  serious,  the  situation 
on  the  Italian  front  Is  described  us  "far 
from  desperate." 

Gen.  Cadorna's  army  is  declared  to  be 
practically  intact,  and  complete  confi- 
dence la  expressed  in  his  ability,  with 
aid  coming  from  the  Allies,  to  stop  the 
Austro-German  drive. 

The  cablegrams  summarize  the  situa- 
tion a*  follows: 

"Having  recovered  from  the  first  sur- 
prises. It  may  be  stated  that  our  Allies 
are  preparing  to  oppose  a  furious  resis- 
tance to  the  enemy.  It  Is  probable  that 
If  the  retreat  should  continue  for  a  few 
days  longer,  Italian  resistance  will  de- 
velop along  the  Tagliamento  river, 
which  descends  from  the  Carnlc  Alps,  or 
perhaps,  if  the  Austro-Germans  attack 
In  Carnla.  It  will  be  on  the  Piave  river, 
which  flows  westward. 

"The  Italian  press  declares  that  the 
battle  which  is  about  to  take  place  may 
be  the'  hut  grand  battle  of  the  war. 

"Whatever  the  number  of  Itnllans 
taken  prisoner,  the  strength  of  the  army 
of  Gen.  Cadorna  has  not  been  exhausted. 
It  must  not  be  forgotten,  In  fact,  that 
Italy  has  Under  the  colors  more  than 
three  million  men.  The  guns  that  the 
Austro-Germans  claim'  to  have  captured 
represent  the  production  of  a  few  weeks 
of  the  munitions  factories  of  our  Allies. 

"The  Italian  army  is  practically  in- 
tact. Besides,  the  French  and  English 
"are  coming  to  our  rescue.  It  was  an- 
nounced at  the- beginning  of  the  council 
on  Sunday  that  the  French  Ministers 
were  busy  determining  the  extent  and 
nature  of  the  co-operation  of  the  Al- 
lies on  tbe  Italian  front.

"The  British  Government  has  taken 
prompt  measures  to  rush  aid  to  the 
Italians,  and  all  Indications  are  that 
this  French  and  British  aid  will  come 
at  th*  hour  when  th*  enemy  Invades 
the  plain  of  Friuli. 


Italian  public  opinion  realises  thorough- 
ly the  gravity  of  the  hour  and  Is 
bearing  the  shock  with  calmness  and 
firmness."     ' 

Some   Desperate  Bestetanee 

LONDON.  Nov.  1.— The  Daily  Malls 
correspondent  at  Italian  "headquarters, 
In  a  dls patch  dated  Wednesday,  says: 

"General  Cadorna's  candid  admission 
of  the  failure  of  a  section  of  his  army 
give*  a  clue  to  the  real  causes  of  the 
enemy's  advance.  On  the  other  hand, 
In  most  cases  really  desperate  resist- 
ance  was   made. 

"The  men  on  the  Balnslzx*  Plateau, 
who  had  suffered  worst  from  the  shell- 
ing, nevertheless  brought  up  machine 
guns,  held  off  the  attacking  forces  for 
an  hour  and  made  several  hundred 
prisoners.  The  resistance  on  Monte 
Nero    was    especially   desperate. 

"While  the  Fifth  Berssglteri  Brigade 
held  the  Cloback  dlidge  for  many  hours, 
other  troops  defending  the  direct  en-» 
trance  of  the  pass  Into  Italy  at  St. 
Lucia  fought  desperately,  the  village  of 
St.  Lucia  being  taken  and  retaken  at 
least   eight   times. 

"The  Alplnl  on  the  heights  of 
Monte  Nero  never  gave  way  before  the 
German  attacks.  They  were  still  hold- 
ing out  on  Saturday,  three  days  later, 
although  they  had  only  one  day'*  ra- 
tions. Airplanes  flew  over  and  dropped 
loaves  of  bread,  hoping  to  reach  tho 
Alpine   trenches." 

Meet  Withdrawal 

ROME,  Nov.  1.— The  Italian  forces 
under  the  Austro-German  attack  In 
Northern  Italy  have  effected  a  with- 
drawal on  the  line  of  the  Tagliamento, 
with  the  Third  Italian  Army  nearly1 
complete,  the  War  Office  announced  to- 
day. 

"Thwarting  the  plan  of  the  enemy  by 
the  rapidity  of  their  movement*  and  by 
the  resistance  of  the  covering  units 
which  have  delayed  his  advance,"  reads 
the  official  statement,  "our  troop*  have 
effected  the  withdrawal  on  the  Taglia- 
mento in  spite  of  tho  extremely  diffi- 
cult strategical  and  geological  con- 
ditions. The  third  nrmy  is  pearly 
complete,  •  beautiful  example  of 
strength   and    unity. 

"The  first  and  second  cavalry 
divisions,  and  especially  the  heroic 
regiments  of  Genoa  and  No  vara,  and. 
the  untiling  aviators  are  worthy  of 
mention,  to  the  admiration  and  grati- 
tude  of   the   country. 

"Last  night  enemy  aeroplane*  brut- 
ally bombed  several  unprotected  towns 
far  from  the  lino*  of  communication. 
cunning  a  few  casualties  among  tho 
civilian   population.'' 

WASHINGTON.  Nov.  1.— Thirty  thou- 
sand  German  soldiers.  Including  two 
generals  of  divisions,  were  killed  In 
th*  grant  bottl*  on  the  Bnlnsisso  Pla- 
teau, according  to  cabled  report*  today. 
General  Cosbvj*  la  pushing  rs*ar*g*

tional details  of  the  flghtlag  on  the  left

In  one  section  It  took  the  Londoners 
apolld  hour  to  push  ahead  100  yards,  so 
deeply  did  they  sink  into  the  bog  at 
•Tory  step.  An  officer  who  returned 
from  the  advanced  line  was  one  hour 
and  a  half  covering  ISO  yards,  with  no 
equipment  to  impede  him.  -Along  a  con. 
sideralbe  front  these  intrepid  men  ad- 
vanced not  one  hundred,  but  several 
hundred,  yards  flghtlag-  against  nature 
and  resisting  enemy  fortlfloatlons. 

At  one  farm  a  young  English  lieuten- 
ant after  being  wounded  eight  times, 
still  led  his  little  body  of  men  untU  they 
were  all  killed  or  wounded  .  N

FOOD  CONSERVATION 
SUGGESTIONS  OFFERED 

WINNIPEG,  Nov.  1.— The  suggestion 
waa*  made  by  E.  Parnell.  of  Spiers-Par- 
nell  bakery,  at  a  conference  yesterday 
between  food  purveyors  in  the  city  and 
Dr.  Robertson,  chairman  of  the  central 
advisory  committee  of  the  Pood  Con- 
troller's department  .that  10  per  cant  oat 
flour  should  be  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  bread,  his  contention  being  that  this 
would  mean  a  saving  to  Canada  of 
nearly  2,600,000  bushels  of  wheat  an- 
nually. 

Or.  Robertson  urged  the  importance  of 
the  people  who  actually  handled  tha 
Dominion's  food  supplies  getUng  to- 
gether in  order  that  the  best  results 
could  be  secured.

JAPAN  CANNOT  SEND 

TROOPS  TO  FRONT 

A  PACIFIC  PORT,  Oct  Si.— Baron 
Tanettaro  Megata.  head  of  the  Japan- 
ese financial  commission  that  arrived 
here  today,  said  tonight  that  It  was 
Impossible  for  J  a  pah  to  send  an  army 
to  aid  the  Allies  on  the  battlefront 

"If,  In  tha  face  of  physical  impossi- 
bility, Japan  should  be  foolhardy  enough 
to  make  a  superhuman  tffort  to  aend 
troop*,  and  if  she  spaedily  became  ex- 
hausted," he  asked,  "who  would  then 
protect  the  Orient  If  Germany  remain- 
ed  victorious?" 

He  said   that  the  great  distance  and 
She   bad  condition  of  tha  tranaaiberian 
railroad    stood    in   the   way   of   sending 
troops   to   Russia,   for  once   there   they 
could    not    be    supplied.    Japan,      how-  I 
ever,  he  said,  helped   Russia  by  allow-  ! 
rag  her  to  send  the  Siberian  troops  to  i 
tha  front     Japan   has  kept   her  pledge  • 
to  Russia  In  this  reapeet.  guaranteeing 
that  the  absence  of  troops  would  In  no 
wise  Imperii  Russian  Interests. 


WINNIPEG.  Nov.  1.— One  of  the  least 
known  but  moat  serious  forms  of  waste 
in  Canada  is  to  be  attacked  by  the 
Canadian  Railway  Association  for  Na- 
tional Defence,  according  to  a  state- 
ment Issued  today.  The  underloading 
of  freight  cars  and  the  unnecessary 
holding  of  such  cars  on  sidings  are  to 
be  made  subjects  of  a  special  educa- 
tional campaign.  Committees  have  been 
appointed  in  each  Province  to  take  up 
these  questions  with  all  the  shippers. 

"Cars  are  habitually  underloaded," 
said  one  of  the  members  of  the  commit- 
tee of  the  Canadian  Railway  Associa- 
tion today.  "I  venture  to  believe  that 
if  every  shipper  made  the  most  of  the 
space  In  his  car  we  should  have  prob- 
ably 25  per  cent  more  cars  available 
for  service.  Thousands  and  thousands 
of  cars  make  their  long-  Journeys  from 
point  to  point  In  Canada  with  only 
two-thirds  or  three-quartern  of  '  their 
proper  load.  Thousands  of  tons .  of 
freight  are  thus  delayed,  and  the  whole 
business  of  the  country  Is  slowed  up 
Just  that  much." 

At  a  meeting  held  today  by  the  ad- 
ministrative committee  Mr.  Arthur  Hat- 
ton  was  elected  chairman  of  tha  car 
aervlce  commission  of  the  Canadian 
Railway  Association  for  National  De- 
fence. The  recovery  for  Canadian  ship- 
pers of  over  twenty  thousand  "lost" 
Canadian  freight  cars,  a  train  of  over 
one  hundred  and  flfty  miles  of  rolling 
stock,  Is  to  be  one  of  the  first  pieces 
of  work  undertaken  by  the  Canadian 
railways  acting  today,  for  the  first  time 
in  history,  aa  a  single  organisation. 
Seven  men,  representing  the  railways 
In  Canada,  met  this  morning  in  the 
Eastern  Township  building,  Montreal, 
to  the  new  offices  of  the  Canadian  Rail- 
way Association  for  National  Defence, 
and  decided  that  10  per  cant  of  the  211,- 
000  Canadian  freight  ears  Is  alto- 
gether too  much  to  be  allowed  out  of 
the  country  In  such  times  of  shortage. 

It  was  pointed  out  at  the  meeting 
that  whereas,  there  Is  of  course,  a  con- 
stant exchange  of  freight  cars  between 
United  States  and  Canadian  roada,  the 
surplus  of  Canadian  rolling  stock  in  the 
hands  of  United  States  railways,  over 
and  above  the  number  of  United  8tates 
cars  In  Canada,  amounts  to  more  than 
twenty  thousand,  more  than  enough  to 
relieve  any  present  car  shortage  In 
Canada  at  present.  The  Canadian  Rail- 
way Association  for  National  Defence 
wlH  aak  either  for  the  return  of  the 
Canadian  ears,  or  of  an  equal  number 
of  United  States  cars,  and  If  necessary 
a  committee  will  be  sent  to  Washing- 
ton to  arrange  that  such  a  condition 
may  not  again  grow  up. 


ROME,  Nov.  1.— Professor  Vlttorio 
Orlando,  the  new  Italian  Premier,  haa 
sent  the  following  telegram  to  Oeneral 
Cadorna: 

"Fully  realising  the  formidable  re- 
sponsibility 1  am  assuming  at  tha 
present  moment,  when  I  take  up  tha 
direction  of  tha  Italian  Government 
my  first  thought  is  to  assure  Your 
Excellency  that  the  1  Italian  people  sup- 
ports your  Intrepidity  In  your  terrible 
trial,  and  not  for  one  Instant  has  Its 
faith  In  the  army  and  in  Its  chief 
been  shaken.  To  thoae  whom  it  ac- 
claimed In  the  hour  of  victory,  to  those 
still  more  closely  doea  tha  nation  feel 
itself   bound   in    the  hour   of  adversity. 

"The  Immense  effort  of  the  adver- 
saryr  who  haa  gathered  and  hurled 
against  us  the  accumulation  of  hia 
hate  and  strength,  if  It  has  succeeded 
temporarily,  has  not  curbed  our  spirit 
nor  broken  up  the  inner  strength  of  the 
country.  • 

"Let  tha  enemy  know — let  the  world 
know — that  the  Italians  under  the  bur- 
den of  their  Inexpressible  grief  at  the 
sight  of  their  country  invaded,  have 
made  it  a  point  of  honor  to  sink  all 
their  internal  differences  so  aa  to 
strengthen  their  will  and  energy  in 
order  that  again  our  native  soil  may  be 
consecrated  by  a  victory  which  cannot 
fall   us." 

Premier  Orlando  sent  a  message  to 
the  French  Premier,  M.  Palnleve,  say- 
ing: "Tha  heart  of  Prance  hears,  our 
sorrow,  and  from  the  example  of  heroic 
France  in  sacrifice  and  resistance  we 
draw  great  strength.  Trusting  in  the 
valor  of  her  army  and  the  powerful 
brotherhood  In  arms  of  the  Allies, 
which  evokes  in  us  memories  and  In- 
centives to  glory,  the  Italian  people 
Is  preparing  Itself  for  this  trial,  which 
may  be  the  supreme  and  decisive  one 
for   it  and   for  us  all. 

"We  are  firmly  convinced  that  this 
trial  will  give  to  all  of  us  that  vic- 
tory which  will  finally  lead  to  a -Just 
peace  for  the  world,  plunged  In  blood, 
not  by  our  fault" 

Message  to  British  Premier 

LONDON,  Nov3  1.— Premier  Lloyd 
George  today  received  a  message  of 
greeting  from  the  Italian  Premier.  Vlt- 
torio Orlando,  re-afflrming  the  solid- 
arity of  the  Italian  and  British  nations 
in  the  common  struggle  and  confidence 
In   the  common   Ideals,  adding: 

"After  flfty  years  our  roost  arro- 
gant enemy  has  once  more  put  foot  on 
a  strip  of  the  soil  of  Italy,  and  with 
enormous  effort,  assisted  by  his  al- 
lies, is  directing  a  most  formidable 
menace  against  us.  But  our  spirit 
dees  not  waver  if  the  enemy  is  reck- 
oning on  weakening  our  Internal  re* 
slstance,  he  Is  achieving  a  result  quite 
contrary  to  hia  aim.  for  necessity  will 
unite   and    strengthen   our   nation. 

"Confident  In  the  bravery  of  their 
army  and  In  the  fraternal  and  power- 
ful solidarity  and  aims  of  their  great 
Allies,  the  Italian  people,  while  re- 
doubling their  energies  and  sacrifice, 
await  with  strong  nerves  and  indomi- 
table heart  the  day  which  will  assure 
to  all  of  us  victory  and  to  the  world 
liberty  and  Justice."  »» 

Premier  rioyd   George's   meply 

LONDON,  Nov.  1— Premier  Lloyd 
George  has  sent  the  following  message 
to  tha  Italian  Premier.  Vlttorio  Orlando, 
In  reply  to  the  latter's  telegram  of  yes- 
terday affirming  the  solidarity  of  the 
two  nations: 

"It  la  a  source  of  real  satisfaction  to 
us  that  the  friendship  between  the  Ita- 
lian and  British  people  is  about  to  be 
cemented  ay  the  co-operation  of  their 
armies  with  the  gallant  soldiers  of 
France  on  the  same  battlefield.  I  am 
confident  that  Italy  and  her  Allies  will 
not  only  stem  the  tide  of  the  enemy 
advance,  but  In  due  course  will  roll  it 
back  forever."

MAXIMUM-SPREAD  FOR 
MILK  RECOMMENDED 

OTTAWA.  Nov.  l.—iThe  milk  com- 
•mlttee  today  recommended  to  the  Food 
Controller  that  the  price  of  milk  should 
not  be  fixed,  but  that  the  maximum 
spread  be  fixed  effective  December  1. 
The  recommendation  provides  that  the 
difference  between  the  price  paid  by  the 
distributors  f.o.b.  factory  and  the 
price  charged  to  the  consumers  should 
not  be  permitted  to  exceed  Ave  cents  a 
quart  in  the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and 
Quebec  and  In  the  Maritime  Provinces. 
In  British  Columbia,  Alberta,  Saskatche- 
wan and  Manitoba,  tha  fixing  of  a 
maximum  spread  of  5  1-4  cents  is  rec- 
ommended. The  report  is  an  exhaus- 
tive one  and  represents  mere  than  three 
weeks  continuous  work  by  the  commit- 
tee. The  full  report  Is  to  be  publish- 
ed and  distributed  widely.

GET  INCREASES 


Board  of  Conciliation  Majority 
Award  Grants  Part  of  Wage 
Demands  of  Maintenance  of 
Way  Workers, 


WINNIPEG.  Nov.  1.— Maximum  la. 
creases  provided  by  th*  majority  award 
of  the  board  of  conciliation  dealing  with 
the  dispute  between  C.  P.  R.  mainten- 
ance of  way  employees  and  the  company 
are  thirty  cent*  a  day  under  the  demand 
of  the  men.  Tfhe  majority  award,  sign- 
ed and  forwarded  to  the  Minister  of 
Labor  by  Chairman  K.  L.  Taylor  and 
Dr.  Ooorgeson  of  Calgary,  representing 
the  company,  was  made  public  in  Win- 
nipeg today.  David  Campbell,  the  un- 
ionists' representative,  has  not  yet  re- 
turned to  the  city,  so  that  the  nature 
of  hie  report  la  not  known. 

The  men  asked  for  an  Increase  of  75 
cent*  a  day  for  all  classes  on  eastern 
lines  and  50  cents  a  day  for  all  classes 
on  western  lines,  the  difference  being 
due  to  the  fact  that  western  men  are  at 
present  receiving  25  cents  more  than 
eastern  men,  while  the  cost  of  living 
has  been  equalized. 

The  top  Increase  granted  In  the  ma- 
jority award  to  eastern  men  la  40  .cents 
a  day  and  80  cents  a  day  to  western 
men. 

The  disposition  of  the  men  toward 
the  award  la  not  known.  There  are 
8,000  employees  affected  from  coast  to 
coast,  and  before  closing  their  deliber- 
ations it  was  necessary  for  the  concil- 
iation board  to  meet  In  Montreal,  Win- 
nineg  and  Regina. 

On  western  lines  section  foremen  In 
first-class  yards  are  granted  $8.60  a 
day;  In  second-class  yards,  $8.40  a  day;

BRITISH  AVIATORS 

IN  BOMBING  RAID

LONDON.  Nov.  1.— The  Admiralty 
.  last  night  Issued  the  following  state- 
ment on  aviation  activity. 

"Monday  night  the  Royal  Naval  Air 
Service  carried  out  raids  'on  Sparaphel- 
hoek  and  various  airdromes  (Belgium). 
The  visibility  was  excellent  and  accur- 
ate shooting  was  made.  All  the  ma- 
chines returned  safely."  , 

The  following  communication  dealing 
with  aviation  was  Issued  ytsterday: 

"Yesterday  a  strong  gale  and  driv- 
ing rain  prevented  much  flying,  though 
our  airplanes  co-operated  with  the  at- 
tacking troops  on  the  battlefront 
throughout  the  day  and  accomplished 
much   successful  artillery  work. 

"After  midnight,  when  the  weather 
suddenly  cleared,  our  bombing  squad- 
rons dropped  over  two  tons  of  explos- 
ives on  the  Roulers  station,  as  well  as 
on  moving  trains  and  hostile  billets. 

"One  German  machine  was  downed  In 
a  combat  and  one  of  our  machines  Is 
missing. 

"Following  on  those  of  Monday  night 
ana  yesterday  morning  another  raid  in- 
to Germany  was  carried  out  by  our  ma- 
chines last  night.  On  this  occasion  the 
steel  works  and  stations  at  Volkllngen 
(Rhine  province  of  Prussia)  were  at- 
tacked with  excellent  results.  Direct 
hits  were  observed  on  a  furnace  and 
power  house  and  on  a  train.  The  wea- 
ther, which  was  fine  during  the  early 
part  of  the  raid,  turned  later  Into  rain 
and  snow.  In  spite  of  this  all  our  raid- 
ing machines  returned   except  one."

TORONTO,  Nov.  1.— Replying  to  the 
criticism  of  a  subscriber  of  forty  years 
standing,  the  Globe  editorially  comas 
out  for  th*  Union  Government.  It  says: 

"Th*  difference  between  tbe  Glob* 
and  Str  Wilfrid  Laurier  is  on  a  ques- 
tion of  principle.  But  the  winning  of 
the  war  Is  the  supreme  Issue  in  Cana- 
dian public  affairs  today  and  the  Globe 
has  reluctantly  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  tbo  principle,/ of  voluntary  enlist- 
ment for  which  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier 
still  stand*  will  not  provide  the  men 
necessary  to  maintain  the  Canadian  ar- 
my in  France  as  a  offensive  fighting 
fore*.

PROVINCE  GETS

Collection  of  Taxes  at  Vancou- 
ver Office  Greatly  Exceeds 
That  of  Last  Year— Amount 
So  Far  is  $600,000. 


VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Nov.  1.— The 
Vancouver  Provincial  tax  collection 
office  has  collected  so  far  this  year 
over  $600,000,  as  against  the  total  col- 
lections of  $368,000  made  for  the  whole 
of  last  year. 

Mr.  Frank  Burnett,  assessor  and  col- 
lector for  Vancouver  district,  expects 
that  his  staff,  who  are  now  working 
largely  upon  collecting  arrears,  will 
collect  a  further  $100,000  before  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Of  course,  there  have  been  both  a 
surtax  and  a  poll  tax  in  operation  this 
year.  The  surtax  exactly  doubled  the 
ordinary  rate  of  taxation,  while  all 
those  persons  who  could  not  prove  that 
they  had  contributed  at  least  $6  In 
taxation  of  some  sort  have  been  obliged 
to  pay  a  poll  tax  of  $5.  From  the  poll 
tax  a  total  of  $86,000  has  already  been 
collected  in  the  Vancouver  district,  with 
a  large  number  of  "stragglers"  yet  to 
be  dealt   with. 

The  fact  is  that  an  even  larger  sum 
was  actually  collected  by  the  poll  tax 
collectors,  but  about  $1,500  has  heen 
remitted  In  refunds,  says  Mr.  Burnett. 
After  having  had  the  $5  deducted  from 
their  pay  cheques,  some  hundreds  of 
men  have  '  discovered  that  they  had 
otherwise  paid  $5  or  over  to  the  Gov- 
ernment in  taxes.  Some  of  the  appli- 
cants for  refunds  were  .benedicts,  who 
recalled  that  they  had  paid  $5  for  a 
marriage  licence;  others  had  paid  $6 
for  a  free  miner's  licence  In  order  to 
protect  their  interests  in  mineral 
claims;  home  had  taken  out  a  general 
firearms  licence  for  $5  instead  of  the 
limited  licence  for  $2.60,  thereby  savin? 
$8.60  in  the  end.  There  were  a  few 
cases  of  young  men  under  the  age  of 
21  who  had  suffered  tbe  deduction  at 
work  without  It  being  known  that  they 
were  minors,  and  as  such  were  not 
obliged  to  contribute  to  the  financial 
upkeep  of  the  state. 


TRANSPORT  IS  HIT, 
BUT  IT  REACHES  PORT 


WASHINGTON,  Nov.  1.— The  trans- 
port Finland  was  recently  torpedoed 
while  returning  to  the  United  States, 
but  was  able  to  return  to  a  foreign  port 
under  her  own  steam.  The  Navy  Depart- 
ment received  a  report  of  the  attack  and 
Secretary  Daniels  authorised  Its  publica- 
tion. The  Navy  report  does  not  say 
whether  there  was  any  loss  of  life  or 
injury  on  the  Finland. 

The  official  announcement  was  auth- 
orised as  follows:  "The  Navy  Depart- 
ment has  received  dispatches  stating 
that  the  transport  Finland  was  torped- 
oed while  returning  from  foreign  wa- 
ters. The  damage  to  the  ship  waa  slight, 
and  she.  returned  to  port  under  her  own 
steam.  The  Finland  was  under  escort, 
but  no  sign  of  the  torpedo  or  submarine 
was  seen." 

The  Finland  Is  one  of  the  largest 
steamers  flying  the  American  flag.  Be- 
fore going  into  the  army  transport  ser- 
vice 'she  plied  between  New  York  and 
European  ports  In  the  International 
Mercantile  Marine  Company's  service 
under  the  Red  Star  and  other  lines.  The 
vessel  has  a  gross  tonnage  of  12,806  and 
a  net  tonnage  of  7,711.  She  normally 
carries  a  crew  of  267  men.  The  Finland 
was  built  in  Philadelphia  in  1902.  Her 
home  port  is  New  York.

Including 
producers,  importers,  middlemen  and  the 
larger  retailers,  are  now  i„n  ier  Federal 
regulation,  with  draatlc  penalties  pro- 
vided for  speculation,  hoarding  and,  ex- 
cessive profits.  Although  retailers  doing 
a  business  of  less  than  $100,000  annually 
are  not  Included  In  the  licenced  class.

Although  no  licence*  yet  have  boon 
mailed,  dealers  have  been  informed  that 
mere  compliance  with  the  law  will  be 
ample  protection  until  the  licence*  ar- 
rive.

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Premier  Kerensky  says  that  Russia  — 
m  nation  of  160,000,000  people  with  in- 
exhaustible reeourcea —  la  worn  out  by 
the  atraln  of  the  war.  He  elalma  It.  aa 
Huaala'a  right,  that  the  reat  of  tha  Al- 
lies should  shoulder  the  burden  of  tha 
war.  Ha  adda  to  thaaa  atatamenta  by 
saying  that  Rueeian  public  opinion  la 
agitated  by  tha  queatlon,  "Where  la  tha 
British  fleet,  now  that  the  German  fleet 
la  out  In  tha  Baltic?"  What  he  aaya  la 
not  pleasant  read  In*,  but  he.  only  makes 
public  what  tha  British  people  have 
known  for  many  months  past.  General 
Half  and  hla  troops  have  real  lied  Ions, 
ago  that  they  can  no  romer  look  for 
assistance  to  the  Kant,  and  they  hare 
cheerfully  accepted  the  extra  burdens 
which  they  have  bean  called  upon  to 
hear.  France  la  also  aware  that  It  la 
upon  Britain,  tha.  United  States  and 
Italy  that  aha  must  rely  to  assist  her 
In  tha  task  of  sweeping  back  the  Gar- 
mail  lesions  from  her  soil.  The  defec- 
tion of  Russia,  for  that  la  what  Premier 
Kerenaky'a  statement  amounts  to,  will 
not  cause  a  tremor  throughout  the  rest 
of  the  Allied  world,     since  the  Revolu- 


tion. Russia's  aid  la  tha  war  baa  been 
dlaoounted.  Tha  moat  we  can  expect  Is 
that  ahe  will  remain  the-nomlnal  enemy 
of  the  Central  Powers  and  hold  a  certain 
number  of  German  and  Austro-Hungar- 
lan  troops  on  her  front. 

Premier  Kerensky's  announcement  il- 
lustrates the  absolute  collapse  of  So- 
cialistic Government  when  it  comes  to  a 
qqeatlon  of  achievement  Russia,  he 
aaya,  la  worn  but  by  the  atraln.  If  he 
would  tell  the  truth  he  would  aay  that 
his  own  Infirmity  of  purpose  and  obae- 
qulouaneae  to  extremist  influence  are  to 
blame.  He  baa  failed,  and  eignally 
failed,  to  promote  order  out  of  chaos. 
He  has  allowed  the  army  to  be  *ov- 
erned  by  committees.  Able  generals 
have  not  been  supportsd  In  their  efforts 
to  restore  discipline.  The  economic  sit- 
uation has  been  beyond  bis  power  to 
grasp,  and  he  has  tacitly  supported 
strife  between  hla  own  fellowera  and 
those  elements  in  the  nation  whose  co- 
operation la  needed  to  restore  law  and 
order.  Premier  Kerensky  has  failed,  not 
only  because  he  has  been  unable  to  keep 
Kussla  true  to  her  war  alms,  but  be- 
euua*  he  could  not  cope  with  the  In- 
ternal situation.  There  will  be  every 
sympathy  with  Russia  In  her  time  of 
waaknesa.  but  none  with  the  Government 
which  was  largely  Instrumental  In 
bringing  her  to  this  pass. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  say  very  much 
about  what  Premier  Kerensky  declares 
is  Russian  public  opinion  because  Bri- 
tain has  not  sent  her  fleet  into  the  Bal- 
tic. The  British  peoples  would  never 
have  tolerated  auch  a  madcap  enterprise. 
It  would  have  been  courting  certain  de- 
struction under  present  conditions.  Bri- 
tain had  no  assurance  that  her  ships, 
had  It  been  possible  to  send  them  to 
Russia's  aid,  would  have  received  any 
assistance  from  Russia's  own  fleet. 
There  waa  every  reason  to  believe  that 
no  aid  would  have  been  forthcoming,  so 
that  Britain  would  have  been  engaged 
on  a  quixotic  enterprise  at  a  time  .when 
It  la  Imperative  that  her  own  ahores 
ahould  be  guarded  by  all  the  strength 
at  her  disposal.  The  Admiralty  has  no- 
thing whatever  to  reproach  Itself  about 
in  not  oending  ships  to  Russia's  aid. 
Premier  Kerensky  a  own  statement  Is 
sufficient  Justification  for  Inaction. 

The  people  of  Britain,  France  and 
Italy  remember  with  gratitude  the  Im- 
mense sacrifices  made  by  Russia  during 
the  opening  years  of  the  war,  but  they 
feel  that  they  have  more  than  repaid 
the  debt.  Russia's  present  failure  will 
rot  deter  operations  on  the  Western 
front.  A  year  ago  her  defection  would 
have  been  serious  In  the  extreme.  Now, 
through  a  process  of  months'  experi- 
ence, we  had  come  to  regard  It  as  In- 
evitable, and  aa  a  consequence  are  fully 
prepared  to  ahoulder,  with  the  aid  of  the 
United  States,  the  extra  burdens  which 
It  will  involve.

He  should  be  a  staunch 
advocate  Of  the  higher  taxation  of  ex- 
cess war  profit*  and  strongly  sympa- 
thetic with  the  abolition  of  all  patron- 
age Of  every  kind.  He  ahould  be  pre- 
pared, aa  far  as  lias  In  his  power,  to  de- 
cree the  doom  of  machine  politics.  He 
should  be  all  we  have  said,  aad  more, 
for  he  should  be  a  man  of  ability  aad 
one  who  slresdy  enjoys  the  confidence 
of  the  people.  * 

Sir  Robert  Borden,  In  the  event  of 
there  being  s  split  In  any  constituency 
and  two  Unionist  candidates  taking  the 
field,  will  hsve  to  exercise  wise  Judg- 
ment in  arriving  at  a  decision  who  la  to 
be  the  Government  nominee.  Thla  Is  a 
power  that  he  should  not  delegate  to 
any  political  machine.  He  undoubtedly 
Will  recognise  that  while  political  or- 
ganizations remain,  their  influence,  aa 
far  as  war  politics  are  concerned,  haa 
vanished.

He  haa  made 
a  study  of  all  the  statements  made  by 
the  enemy  and  has  compared  them  with 
actual  happenings,  finding  that  the  Ger- 
mane do  not  know  what  their  subma- 
rines are  accomplishing,  but  that  they 
would  very  much  like  to  have  the  infor- 
mation. In  tbflt  svent  It  would  be  folly 
to  give  It  to  them.  Sir  Eric  waa  able  to 
aay  that  the  Allies  are  making  reasdn- 
ably  satisfactory  progress  in  overcom- 
ing 'the  menace. 


The  occupation  of  Beersheba  with  the 
capture  of  1,100  prisoners,  marks  the 
opening  pf  a  new  offensive  In  Palestine 
which  has  Jerusalem  for  its  objective. 
The  strength  of  the  forces  under  Gen- 
eral Allenby'a  command  are  not  known, 
but  they  are  believed  to  be  considerable. 
The  Turks  have  strongly  fortified  Jeru- 
salem and  are  prepared  to  hold  it  at  all 
costs  on  account  of  the  Impression  Its 
capture  would  cause  sll  round  the 
world.  General  Allen  by  is  one  of  Bri- 
tain's* ablest  military  chiefs.  He  was 
in  command  of  the  cavalry  in  the  re- 
treat from  Mons,  and  has  been  on  active 
service  ever  since. 


Hardly  aay  doubt  now  exists,  follow* 
ing  statements  made  by  ministers  all 
over  the  country,  that  one  of  the  first 
acts  of  the  Union  Government  will 'be 
regulations  to 'curb  the  greed  of  profit- 
eers. It  Is  certain,  too,  that  in  whatever 
is  undertaken  the  expenditures  of  the 
Imperial  Munitions  Board  will  come  un- 
der the  direct  supervision  of  the  War 
Cabinet,  so  that  an  end  will  be  put  to 
the  Immense  profits  that  are  being 
made  at  the  expense  of  the  British  tax- 
payer. In  common  Justice  to  the  West 
there  should  be  a  redistribution  In  the 
awarding  of  contracts.  There  has  been 
no  systematized  effort  to  distribute  or- 
ders so  that  every  part  of  the  country 
will  share.  On  the  contrary,  there  has 
been  a  tendency  to  centralise  their  loca- 
tion among  political  friends,  and  It  Is 
these  whose  pockets  are  bulging  with 
what,  under  war  conditions,  are  Illegal 
gains. 

In  claiming  our  right  to  war  orders 
on  a  much  larger  scale  than  they  hsve 
been  given  up  to  date  we  do  so  on -the 
understanding  that  all  expenditures 
throughout  the  Dominion  ahould  be  the 
subject  of  close  Cabinet  supervision. 
There  Is  no  doubt  that  the  new  Govern- 
ment ia  determined  to  purge  war  ex- 
penditures of  sll  ahadow  of  guilt;  to 
exact  reparation '  from  all  those  who 
have  benefited  Illegally  and  In  future 
to  conduct  the  country's  business  in  a 
way  which  will  obviate  all  waate  of 
public  funds.  And  In  thla  determina- 
tion the  Cabinet  will  In  every  likelihood 
take  cognisance  of  the  conditions  which 
have  prevailed  in  the  past  and  which 
have,  meant  that  this  Province  has  been 
discriminated  against  in  the  awarding  of 
war  contracts,  despite  the  efforts  that 
have  been  made  by  th*  local  representa- 
tives of  the  Imperial  Munitions  Hberd  to 
£ee  that  British  Columbia  gets  her 
share.  L*t  it  be  clearly  understood 
that  in  what  we  have  said  we  do  not 
asperse  the  probity,  honesty,  Justice  and 
patriotism  of  the  local  repreaentatlvea 
of  the  Imperial  Munitions  Board.  What 
we  maintain  is  that  they  are  helpless  In 
making  their  opinions  prevail  against 
those  Eastern  Interests  who  at  present 
secure  the  vent  bulk  of  the  munition 
contracta.  Wo  are  willing  to  trust  Brit- 
ish Columbia's  claims  to  recognition  to 
those  who  have  been  delegated  with  au- 
thority here,  but  what  We  contend  la  , 
that  the  representations  put  forward 
by  the  latter  for  a  greater  expenditure 
here  ahould  command  attention  at  Ot- 
tawa. 

In  effect  what  the  people  want  Is  as 
follows:  That  sll  ordors  for  the  Im» 
pertsl  Munitions  Board  ahould  be 
ewarded  by  public  tender,  duly  adver- 
tised; that  the  nature  ef  all  the  eon- 
tracts  sad  the  prices  at  which  they  are 
to  be  awarded  should  he  reviewed  by 
the  War  cabinet,  that  there  ■sunt  be 
complete  excision  of  political  profiteers 
from  participation  in  the  hundreds  of 
millions  of  dollars  which  Brltala  Is 
spending  la  this v  coon  try  The  people 
also  want  a  definite  anderstsadlng  that 
there  will  be  full  value  received  for 
setter  expended  en  war  eiders.  We

Royal  Plying  Corps  recruits  who 
have  been  training  at  Camp  Borden 
and  Mohawk  Camp,  Ontario,  are  being 
sent  as  rapidly  as  possibls  to  the  bit 
aviation  camp  at  Port  Worth,  Tex.,  and 
by  November  20  both  the  Canadian 
training  camps  will  be  completely 
evacuated.  There  will  bs.  however,  a 
permanent  camp  at  Toronto  for  the 
Winter.  This  will  have  something  of 
ths  character  of  a  clearing  house  and 
will  give  preliminary  insructlon  to 
cadets,  who  will  be  sent  forward  to 
Port  Worth  from  time  to  time  In 
drafts,  as  they  may  be  required. 

It  has  always  been  recognised  as 
one  of  the  severe  handicaps  of  the 
Canadian  aviation  recruit  that  the  cold- 
ness of  the  winters  In  Eastern  Canadn 
has  made  It  necessary  practically  to 
suspend  training  over  a  period  of  sev- 
eral months.  The  entrance  of  America 
Into  the  war  and  the  very  friendly  and 
co-operative  spirit  which  has  been 
shown  have  led  to  the  establishment 
recently  of  a  Royal  Plying  Corps  train- 
ing camp  at  Port  Worth  and  for  the 
past  four  weeka  men  have  been  trans- 
ferring in  drafts  from  both  the  On- 
tario camps   to   that  in  Texas. 

Major-General  Hoars,  who  was  In 
charge  of  the  R.  P.  c.  work  In  Canada, 
Is  In  supreme  charge  of  the  R.  P.  C. 
camp  In  Port  Worth. 

It  is  rather  Interesting  to  know  ths 
extent  of  the  "Interchange  of  civili- 
ties" which  has  taken  place  between 
Canada  and  the  United  8tates  in  re- 
spect to  aviation  training  sines  ths 
latter  country  entered  the  war  against 
the  Germans.  U.  8.  Army  Aviation 
Cadets  to  the  extent  of  BOO  and  750  IT. 
8.  Army  mechanics  were  admitted  to 
the  training  camps  outside  Toronto 
from  that  time  up  to  the  time  recruits 
began  to  transfer  south.  With  ths  ex- 
ception that  they  were  under  com- 
mand of  their  own  officers,  they  had 
much  the  same  status  as  the  Canadian 
recruits. 

Ths  two  camps  since  they  were 
opened  In  1»16  hare  trained  over  «.•«• 
mechanics  and  1.600  cadets.  Victoria 
has  hsld  a  fair  percentage  of  this 
number,  and  since  May  IS  last  alone, 
when  the  local  offices  wars  opened,  has 
recruited  ISO  mechanics  and  «g  cadets, 
of  whom  IS  .  have  been  sent  on  ;o  To- 
ronto, while  an  additional  ten,  as  mntj- 
tloned  yesterday,  are ,  awaiting  their 
Instructions  from  headquarters  to  go 
forward. 

There  were  three  mechanics'  applica- 
tion a  today.  R.  R.  Hudson,  who  has 
been^  attested,  Is  leaving  on  Saturday 
for  Toronto. 


-land  French's  report  further  says: 
Determined  and  repeated  attacks 
wer,a  made  upon  London  last  night  by 
hostile  aircraft  The  first  group  of 
raiders  crossed  the  Kentish  coast  at 
8 bout  10:40  p.m.  and  proceeded  toward 
London  over  Kent  They  did  not  pene-' 
t  rate  far  Inland,  however,  but  turned  In 
an  easterly  direction  and  dropped  bombs 
at  furious  places  in  and  near  the  coast 
"Meanwhile  two  more  groups  of  raid- 
ers were  steering  toward  London  along 
the  eiuth  bank  of  ths  Thames.  The  sky 
was  half  covered  with  thin  low  clouds, 
which  rendered  extremely  difficult  ob- 
servation of  the  enemy  machines.  None 
the  lees  their  altitude  was  correctly 
calculated  and  they  were  broken  up 
by  barrage  fire  at  about  1:50  p.m.  on  tha 
southeastern*  outskirts  of  the  metropol- 
itan area,  where  some  bombs  wera* 
dropped. 

"The  fourth  group  of  machines,  which 
came   along   the    Thames  estuary,    was 
turned  back  about  half-way  to  London. 
Cross  Essex  Coast 

"Meanwhile  the  fifth  group  crossed 
the  Essex  coast  at  about  12: IS  a.m. 
and  steered  toward  London  by  way  of 
the  north  bank  of  the  Thames.  Some 
of  these  raiders  were  turned  back  by 
the  outer  defences,  but  one  or  more 
penetrated  into  Southeast  London, 
where  bombs  were  dropped. 

"The  sixth  group  followed  along  tha 
same  course  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
later.  Some  of  (he  machines  penetrated 
above  the  southeast  outskirts  of  Lon- 
don, where  some  bombs  were  dropped. 
Meanwhile  one  or  more  enemy  machines 
dropped  bombs  In  the  southwestern 
outskirts  of  London. 

"The  seventh  group,  which  spproached 
along  the  south  bank  of  the  Thames, 
was  dispersed  by  gunfire  before  reach- 
ing the  outer  London  defences. 

"In  addition,  individual  raiders  at- 
tacked the  Kentish  coast  between  mid- 
night and   1:30  o'clock.  , 

"Reports  Indicate  that  each  group 
'consisted  of  three  or  four  machines,  the 
total  number  of  raiders  engaged  being 
about  30.  Of  this  total  only  about 
three  machines  succeeded  In  actually 
penetrating  Above  the  heart  of  London. 
The  raiders  were  harassed  by  our  gun- 
fire during  the  whole  of  their  flight  and 
also  were  attacked  by  our  aircraft.  The 
facility  with  which  they  were  abla  to 
escape  observation  by  taking  advantage 
of  the  clouds  prevented  any  decisive 
engagement" 

Boy  Scouts  Signal 

LONDON.  Nov.  1.— "All  clear"  sig- 
nals by  Boy  Scout  buglers  proved  a  new 
feature  at  the  end  of  laat  night's  sir 
raid.  Motor  horns  and  whistle  signals 
have  heretofore  proved  unsatisfactory 
and  In  the  adoption  of  the  Paris  bugle 
plan  ths  boys  volunteered. 

The  heavy  barrage  put  up  to  protect 
the  metropolis  seemed  to  disconcert  the 
raiders,  who  dropped  bombs  indiscrim- 
inately. Several  fell  upon  open  spaces, 
severely  shaking  little  suburban  set- 
tlements, where  there  was  little  or  no 
protection  from   bombs  or  shrapnel. 

As  the  Germans  crossed  the  coast  In 
relays,  tha  barrage  arose  as  each  re- 
lay appeared.  After  the  experience  of 
former  raids,  the  public  now  takes  to 
cover  as  soon  as  the  warning  of  an 
enemy  approach  Is  given,  with  the  re- 
sult that  before  ths  guns  set  up  their 
curtain  of  shrapnel  the  streets  were  de- 
serted except  for  a  few  policemen. 
Some  persons  found  protection  in  the 
subways  or  the  more  strongly  built 
buildings,  but  a  majority  last  night 
seemed  to  prefer  the  safety  of  their 
own  homes.  When  tho  bugles  sounded 
"All  clear"  there  was  no  crowding  Into 
tho  streets,  but  advantage  was  taken 
of  the  let-down  In  the  tense  situation 
for  the  populace  to  make  up  for  lost 
sleep. 

Bombs  VaU  into  Sea 

A  SOUTHEAST  COA8T  TOWN,  Eng- 
land, Nov.  1.— A  fleet  of  hostile  airplanes 
appeared  over  this  region  last  night 
It  consisted  of  six  relays  of  four  ma- 
chines eseh.

TO  SEE  IT 


Well  Known  Ladysmith  Foot- 
baller, Who  Left  With  67th, 
Writes  From  "Somewhere 
in  France," 


In  the  appended  letter  is  the  opin- 
ion of  a  soldier  In  service  on  the  mat- 
ter of  aif  Ineffective  "drawn  peace." 
Pte.  Hugh  Thornley,  the  writer,  left 
with  the  67th  Battalion.  He  was  a 
well-known  football  player,  enlisting 
from  Ladysmith. 

The  letter  Is  dated  August  28. 

"My  determination  to  see  this  thing 
through  to  a  finish  Is  Just  as  strong 
as  the  day  I  enlisted."  he  writes. 
"Every  day  as  It  passes  proves  to  me 
more  and  more  that  there  must  be  no 
Insecure  peace.  Germany  must  be 
beaten  to  her  knees.  And  I  say  God's 
curse  be  on  any  man  or  party  of  men 
.who  would  rob  us  of  victory,  which 
we  are  slowly  but  surely  gaining.  Be- 
cause if  not  completed  now  it  will 
mean  another  such  debacle  in  a  few 
years,  and  God  forbid  that  my  bOy  or 
any  other  boy  should  have  to  wade 
through  such  as  this.  But  If  the  people 
.at  home  will  only  stand  fast  and  give 
us  their  support  we  can  end  it  very 
quickly  and  in  the  right  way. 

"I  am  firmly  convinced  that  the  Huns 
are  depending  on  the  pacifists  and 
such  at  home  to  call  a  halt  and  let 
them  down  easy,  but  we  have  his  num- 
ber and  our  lads  arc  smashing  him 
often  and  they  hit  him  hard. 

"When  you  receive  this  letter  I  hope 
to  be  in  Blighty  on  ten  days'  leave,  as 
my  turn  comes  on  September  12.  1 
have  been  anxiously  looking  for  It  for 
some  time  now.  I  have  no  desire  to 
so  to  Canada  Just  now,  but  ten  days 
with  my  people  would  do  me  lots  of 
good.  I  am  not  as  young  as  I  once 
was.  but  you  can  bet  your  life  I  am 
no  quitter,  and  you  know  what  I  would 
give  to  see  my  wife  and  kiddles.  But 
If  my  health  permits  and  Frits  does 
not  get   me  I   shall   see   It  throuffc. 

"I  am  anxious  to  see  a  Victoria  pa- 
per,  to   keep    In    touch    with    things. 

"I  have  Just  returned  from  some- 
thing unusual,  vis.;  a  concert  given  by 
an  artillery  battery.  They  usually 
play  on  the  Huns,  but  this  was  a 
change."  'I

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  requests 
Of  a  personal  nature  for  the  return  to 
Canada  of  soldiers  serving  overseas  in 
the  Canadian  Expeditionary  Force  re- 
ceived by  the  military  authorities,  the 
following  statement  has  been  issued  to 
explain  the  methods  which,  In  the  fair 
and  equitable  treatment  of  all  soldiers, 
are  followed  In  each  case.  Tho  state- 
ment follows: 

"In  the  homes  of -soldiers  who  are  ab- 
sent, there  occur  what  might  be  termed 
the  inevitable  tragedies  of  life.  In 
these  circumstances  the  quite  natural 
desire  arises  on  the  part  of  the  relatives 
to  have  the  soldiers  return  home,  and 
numerous  requests  are  made  to  this  ef- 
fect. Such  cases  form  the  major  por- 
tion of  those  coming  under  this  head- 
ing. 

"While  these  cases  are  very  distress- 
ing, they  are,  unfortunately,  the  un- 
avoidable Incidents  of  war,  and  it  Is  de- 
viously Impossible,  where  so  many 
thousands  of  men  are  concerned,  to  ac- 
cede to  any  of  these  requests  except  In 
cases  of  the  mort  extreme  urgency. 

Furlongs   Impossible  » 

"Further,  oulng  to  the  critical  stage 
which  the  war  has  now  reached  and  un- 
der present  conditions,  It  has  been 
found  impossible  to  grant  furlough  to  a 
soldier  to  return  to  Canada  for  the  rea- 
son only  that  one  of  his  relatives  is 
seriously  HI  or  has  died.  Only  In  ex- 
tremely urgent  cases  can  applications  be 
considered,  where,  for  instance,  business 
complications  In  connection  with  an  es- 
tate, or  the  arrangements  for  the  care 
and  msintenance  of  the  remaining  mem- 
bers of  a  family  require  a  soldier's  per- 
sonal attention. 

"In  such  cases,  application  should  bs 
submitted  to  ths  Assistant-Adjutant- 
General,  Military  District  No.  XI.,  Vic- 
toria,' B.C.,  who  will  cause  the  same  to 
he  Investigated  and  forwarded  with  ths 
recommendations  of  the  General  Officer 
commanding  district,  to  militia  head- 
quarters at  Ottawa.  The  application 
should  be  accompanied  in  each  instance 
by  definite  information  end  sstlsfactory 
evidence  of  ths  facts  stated,  endorsed 
by  one  or  more  responsible  persons,  be- 
sides the  relatives,  who  can  vouch  for 
ths  facts. 

"The  fsct  of  a  soldier  being  wounded 
or  sick  in  hospital  In  either  England  or 
France.  Is  not  a  sufficient  reason  for 
making  s  request  for  his  return  to  Can- 
ada. The  man  In  every  case  Is  receiv- 
ing ths  bast  and  most  efficient  medical 
attention  and  nursing,  and  not  until  ha 
Is  fully  recovered  and  rested  will  bs  be 
returned  for  duty.  On  the  other  hand, 
should  his  ease  bs  such  as  to  perman- 
ently Incapacitate  him  from  active  ser- 
vice, be  will,  la  tbs  ordinary  way.  bs 
returned  to  Canada  st  tha  earliest  pos- 
sible moment  far  disposal,

fully consider  each  Individual  eaag  kg

Under  the  amendments  to  the  Elec- 
tions Act  made  at  the  recent  session  of 
the  Rouse,  to  meet  the  situation  cre> 
athd  by  the  legislation  barring  enemy 
aliens  from  voting  and  giving  certain 
of  the  women  the  right  to  the  fran- 
chise, a  new  system  of  cheeking  the 
voters  lists  and  permitting  registrations 
has  been  adopted.  Enumerators  Will  be 
named  by  the  Returning  Officer.  They 
will  go  over  the  existing  provincial  lists, 
an  enumerator  to  each  polling  division, 
adding  persons  qualified  or  striking  off 
those  not  qualified,  provision  being 
made  in  the  "War-Time  Elections  Act" 
for  the  conduct  of  their  duties.  Pro- 
vision is  also  made  tor  an  appeal  from 
their  decisions  to  the  Returning  Officer. 

The  provincial  lists  closed  for  re- 
gistration purposes  on  the  first  Monday 
Jn_  October  and  revision  thereof  will 
commence  on  the  ltth  Inst.  Hence  they 
alone  could  not  be  used,  for  the  forth- 
coming election,  and  applications  to  get 
on  that  list  cannot  now  be  made.  But 
under  the  eystem  provided  for  In  the 
federal  legislation,  additions  to  the  Hat 
can  be  made .  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Dominion'  contest.  One  of  the  chief 
addition*,  of  course,  will  be  that  of  the 
names  of  women  who  are  entitled  to 
vote  at  the  coming  election.  The  act 
provides: 

"Every  female  person  shall  be  capable 
of  voting  and  qualified  to  rote  at  the 
Dominion  election  In  any  province  or 
In  the  Yukon  Territory,  who,  being  a 
British  subject  and  qualified  aa  to  age, 
race  and  residence  as  required  in  the 
case  of  a  male  person  in  such  province 
or  in  the  Yukon  Territory,  as  the  case 
may  be.  is  the  wife,  .widow,  mother, 
sister  or  daughter  of  any  person,  male 
or  female,  living  or  dead,  who  is  serving 
or  has  served  without  Canada  in  any  of 
the  naval  forces  of  Canada  or  of  Great 
Britain  in  the  present  war;  provided 
that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
wife,  widow,  mother,  sister  or  daughter 
ef  a  person  no  longer  serving  as  afore- 
said, unless  such  person  has  died  in 
or  has  been  honorably  discharged  from 
such  service,  or.  in  the  case  of  an 
officer,  has  died  in  or  has*  been  permitted 
to  resign  from  such  service,  or  has 
been  dispensed  by  competent  authority 
from  further  service,  or  in  any  case 
has  died  after  honorable  discharge,  re- 
signation by  permission,  or  dispensa- 
tion from  further  service  as  aforesaid."

RECEIVE  LICENCES 

FOR  CORN  IMPORT^ 

While  the  embargo  placed  by  Food 
Controller  Hanna  upon  the  exportation 
of  corn  from  the  United  mates  into 
Canada  la  a  pretty  rigid  proposition, 
Canadian  Importers  may  obtain  a  sup- 
ply sufficient  for  their  present  require, 
ments  by  making  application  for  aa 
export  licence.  A  limited  number  ef 
these  licences  have  bean  received  at 
the  offices  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  where 
they  are  available  to  Importers  requir- 
ing them. 

In  a  letter  to  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade.  Mr.  Hanna  states  that 
the  embargo  on  com  Is  intended  to  pre. 
vent  speculation  In  the  commodity,  and 
jtkat  those  applying  for  licences  are 
asked  to  apply  for  not  more  than  is 
urgently  needed  to  cover  a  period  of 
from  thirty  to  sixty  days  until  such 
time  aa  the  new  corn  Is  on  the  mar- 
bet.  After  asking  the  co-operation  of 
the  Beard  of  Trade,  the  letter  fol. 
Iowa: 

"We  have  received  the  assurance  of 
the  United  flutes  Food  Administration 
that  every  effort  will  be  put  forth  to  ex- 
pedite any  shipments  of  com  to  Canada 
which  have  been  recommended  by  this 
office.  The  vendor  of  the  com  1*  oblig- 
ed to  make  farther  application  to  the 
I'.  S.  experts  administrative  board  for 
a  similar  expert  "' 


He  also  discussed  the  manner  la 
which  assessments  are  arrived  at,  say- 
ing that  at  present  there  are  practically 
three  assessors,  the  official  appointed, 
the  revision  committee  and  the  Judge; 
and-  as  some  ratepayers  carry  appeals 
through  the  lot,  while  others  pay  aa 
assessed  at  first,  the  result  la  that 
three  different  bases  of  assessment  are 
had  on  neighboring  lands,  for  the  as- 
sessor goes  by  value,  the  revision  com- 
mittee by  location  and  evidence,  and 
the  Judge  by  evidence  alone. 

Unwise  subdivision  of  large  blocks, 
whereby  the  land  Is  made  unfit  for 
practical  agriculture,  was,  in  his  opin- 
ion, a  mistake.  * 

Mr.  Maynard  introduced  the  subject 
of  the  waterworks,  and  the  expense  In- 
volved In  "having  two  men  go  around 
together,  one  with  a  Pick  and  another 
with  a  book."  He  thought  that  the 
city  could  save  thousands  of  dollars  If 
a  flat  rate  were  charged,  and  that  the 
twenty  million  gallons  of  water  which 
he  claimed  fias  at  present  running  to 
waste  would  grow  lots  of  potatoes  if 
people  could  get  It  on  a  flat  rate. 

Mr.  Beaven  thought  that  the  city  had 
made  a  great  mistake  In  selling  the 
pumping  plant  machinery.  He  was  sure 
that  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  they 
would  only  have  to  purchase  a  new 
equipment,  and  would  have  to  spend  at 
least  $20,000  to  replace  what  they  threw 
away  for  »8,ooo. 

After  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Baird 
the  meeting  adjourned  for  two  weeks, 
first  passing  their  .annual  resolution 
that  the  school  trustees  be  urged  to 
make  further  economies  in  the  esti- 
mates which  are  now  being  prepared. 


The  anticipated  statement  by  Premier 
Brewster  on  his  return  from  Ottawa  on 
his  attHude  towards  the  policy  of  a 
Union  Government  was  issued  yester- 
day. The  Premier .  made  it  certain  that 
his  statement  represented  merely  his 
own  personal  attitude  on  the  present 
Dominion  political  situation.  The  state- 
ment follows; 

"AS  the  public  is  aware  I  have  al- 
ready gone  on  record  in  favor  of  cony 
pulsory  military  service  end  the  com- 
plete organisation  of  Canada's  resource* 
for  war.  aa  well  aa  the  suppression  of 
profiteering  and  the  elimination  of.  the 
profiteer. 

The  entrance  Into  the  Union  Govern- 
ment of  Messrs.  Carvell,  Howell.  Mc- 
Lean and  other  outstanding  Liberals, 
and  the  adherence  to  that  Government 
of  such  stalwart  champions  of  Liberal- 
ism as  the. Hon.  W.  8.  Fielding,  Hon.  G. 
H.  Murray,  Fred  Pardee,  and  others,  to 
to  my  mind  an  assurance  that  this  war 
policy  either  will  be  carried  out  or  the 
Government  will  disintegrate.  I  am 
confident  that  if  the  Government  does 
not  put  into  force  the  war  policy  thoi* 
Liberals  bavs  been  preeeing  for  during 
the  last  three  years,  they  will  not  re- 
main in  it,  and  their.  Liberal  associates 
will  not  support  it. 

Time  ef  Sacrifice  / 

"This  is  a  time  ef  etress  and  emer- 
gency When  political  parties,  Uke  every 
other  element  in  the  country,  should 
make  sacrifices,  in  pursuance  of  the 
great  aim  which  counts  above  every- 
thing else  now — the  winning  of  the  war. 
For  that  purpose  thousands  of  Canada's 
sons  have  suffered  and.  djed  on  the  bat- 
tlefields of  France  and  Flanders.  Lead- 
ing men  of  both  political  parties  have 
met  on  the  basis  of  mutual  concession 
and  sacrifice,  and  I  think  that  the  pub- 
lic generally  throughout  Canada  fs  dis- 
posed to  make  similar  concessions  from  , 
whatever  hostility  was*  inspired  by  the 
record  of  the  late  Government,  to  give 
the  new  administration  a  trial  for  taa 
period  of  the  war,  and  subject  to  the 
honest,  efficient  direction  of  Canada's 
war  efforts.  That  is  my  personal  attl- 
tude. 

"It  is  recognized  that  there  are  cer- 
tain pressing  problems  which  only  a 
Union  Government  can  solve;  problems 
which  out  across  both  parties  and  which 
a  strictly  party  Government,  which 
would  necessarily  have  an  eye  to  its 
tenure  in  office,  might  hesitate  to  deal 
vlth.  The  .Union  Government  labor* 
under  no  surii  handicap;  it  Is  a  war  in- 
stitution which  is  in  a  position  to  resist 
party  or  other  pressure  without  regard 
to  political  consequences  and  carry  out 
far-reaching  emergent  measures  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  demands  of  these 
emergent  times.  And  that  is  what  the 
public  will  expect  It  to  do.

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Canadians  will  now  have  to  depend 
upon  themselves  solely,  for  financing 
purchases  of  the  Allies  In  the  Dominion 
and  for  expenditures  on  munitions  and 
shipbuilding;.,  Mr.  William  Farrell,  of 
Vancouver,  chairman  of ,  the  Provincial 
Victory  Loan  Committee,  told  those  at- 
tending ths  organization  meeting  of  the 
Victoria  Central  Executive  meeting  at 
the  Belmont  House  yesterday. 

This  financing  can  be  done  only  by; 
Canadians  subscribing  to  the  Victory 
Loan  that  will  be  launched  on  Novem- 
ber 1»,  Mr.  Farrell  declared.  Unless 
they  pot  over  the  loan  the  orders  will 
go  elsewhere,  he  said.  He  pointed  ont 
that  the  two  former  Canadian  war  loans 
had  been  participated  in  by  only  a 
fraction  of  numbers  who  hare  Invested 
In  the  British  and  United  States  war 
loans. 

Mr.  Farrell  told  of  commercial  and 
Industrial  concerns  maklns  arrange- 
ments to  help  their  employees  Invest 
their  savings  In  buying  bonds.  Banks 
are  also  arranging  for  the  selling  of 
bonds  on  the  partial  payment  plan.

PEKING,  Nov.  1.— China  has  protest- 
ed against  the  extension  of  the  Japan- 
ese civil  administration  along  the  rail- 
way on  the  Shan  Tung  peninsula  be. 
tween  Tatng  Tau  and  Tslnan-Fu,  cap- 
tured from  the  Germans. 

On  October  1,  Japanese*  established 
Dr.  Aklwaml  aa  chief  civil  admin- 
istrator at  Tning '  Tau,  and  by  decree 
extended  hie  authority  along  the 
railway.  The  Japanese  civil  adminis- 
tration, according  to  this  decree,  la  still 
•subservient  to  the  military  administra- 
tion under  Gen.  Hong  at  Tatng  Tau. 

China  holds  that  Japanese  consuls 
should  administer  Japanese  civil  aflalra 
along  the  railway.  The  Japanese  lega- 
tion here  says  the  administration  Is 
merely  a  branch  of  the  military  admin- 
istration, but  China  contends  that'  It  la 
not  warranted,  aa  the  Japanese  decree 
holds  that  military  occupation  contin- 
ues. 

The  Chinese  newspapers  generally  In- 
sist that  Japanese  should  leave  Shan 
Tung  entirely.

Where  there  Is  a  Domestic  Science  cen- 
tre, warm  soup  or  cocoa  could  easily 
be  served,     a  thermos  bottle  Is  within 
the   means   of   some   parents   and    milk 
eoold  be  provided  by  others.    The  very 
small    sacrifice    of   labor   and    time   on 
the  part  of  children  and  their  mothers, 
need  not  be  taken  Into  account  by  peo- 
ple whose   sons  are  oh   the  battlefields 
of  Flanders.  •

,'  On  Vancouver  Island,  the  foafclove 
flourishes  wherever  planted.  \t  grows 
wild  at&urnaby  and  elsewhere  on  the 
Lower  Mainland,  its  handsome  flowers 
are  the  gardener's  reward.  This  plant, 
has,  however,  very  valuable  medicinal 
Qualities.  Prom  it  is  obtained  digitalis, 
wblch  is  one  of  the  best  known  heart 
stimulants.  Hitherto  this  drug  has 
been  supplied, -largely,  from  Germany. 
Now,  ■  of  course,  that  source  la  out  aft! 
from  North  America,  The  army  auth- 
orities of  Great  Britain,  where  the 
plant  grows  plentifully,  find  thai  there 
Is  none  to  spare  for  the  outside  world. 
In  the  United  States  the  Council  of  Na- 
tional Defence  Is  making  a  widespread 
appeal  for  the  leaves  of  the  plant.  It 
la  recognised  that  the  Red  Cross  will 
need  the  useful  drug  made  from  It.  Per- 
haps by  supplying  these,  gardeners  and 
others  In  this  Province  can  aid  the  com- 
mon cause.  The  botanical  department 
of  the  University  of  Washington  has 
published  a  description  of  the  plant, 
suggesting  that  women  and  children 
should  gather  it.  The  College  of  Phar- 
macy, University  of  Washington  In 
Seattle  la  appealing  for  supplies.  This 
Is  the  description  of  the  plant  given 
by  Professor  A.  W.  Linton: 

"Digitalis  Is  biennial  or  perennial. 
During  the  first  year's  growth  the  part 
above  the  ground  consists  simply  of  a 
rosette  of  leaves.  The  second  year  the 
plant  sends  up  a  tall  flowering  stalk. 
t  The  upper  part  of  this  stalk  Is  crowded 
with  blossoms  during  June  and  July. 

"The  basal  leaves  are  from  four  to 
twelve  inches  in  length  and  nearly  oval 
In  shape.  The  upper  surface  Is  dark 
green,  the  lower  surface  grayish  green 
and  covered  with  minute  hairs. 

"The  veins  are  very  prominent  on  the 
lower  surface.  The  margin  la  round 
toothed.  The  leaf  stalk,  is  fleshy  and 
the  leaf  blade  Is  continue*!  down  both 
sides  of  the  stalk. 

"The  blossoms  of  digitalis  resemble, 
in  shape,  the  ends  of  glove  fingers. 
They  are  usually  purple  on  the  outer 
surface.  The  Inner  surface  of  the  lower 
part  of  the  bloseom  la  light  In  color 
with  dark  red  spots.  Seme  variation 
In  color  of  blossom  will  he  observed; 
one  variety  has  white  blossoms.  The 
leaves  of  all  varietiea  may  he  collected. 

"The  leaves  are  the  part  uaed  In  med- 
icine. In  collecting  from  plants  having 
no  flowering  stalks  the  entire  cluster 
may  be  cut  off  near  the  base  of  the 
leaf  stems.  In  collecting  from  plants 
which  have  the  stalk,  both  basal  leaves 
and  leaves  on  the  stalk  may  be  taken. 
Only  fresh  green  leaves  should  be  col- 
lected. Dead  and  withered  leaves,  flow- 
ering stalks  and  debris  cannot  be  uaed. 

"At  this  season  the  leaves  should  be 
dried  Indoors.  Trays  may  be  con- 
structed by  tacking  burlap  or  muslin 
<on  wooden  frames.  Leaves  on  auch 
trays  dry  on  both  surfaces  at  the  eame 
time.  If  trays  are  not  convenient, 
leaves  might  be  spread  on  the  floor 
of  an  unused  room  and  stirred  once 
or  twice  a  day.  Drying  proceeds  more 
rapidly  in  a  warm  room.  If  a  shingle 
kiln  Is  available  In  your  community 
you  will  be  able  to  dry  large  quanti- 
ties of  leaves  rapidly.  Loaves  are  dry 
when  the  leaf  stalk  is  brittle.': 

Apart  from  the  immediate  need  there 
Is  a  possibility  that  the  cultivation  of 
the  foxglove  end .  the  manufacture  of 
the  drug  may  prove  profitable  Indus- 
tries. At  present,  however.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  a  demand  at  home,  every  oni 
should  do  what  la  possible  to  supply 
the  need  of  the  American  army.  A 
very  small  bottle  of  digitalis  may  save 
a  valuable  Ufa

It  In  said,  too,  that  the  Minks  si  of 
court  plaster  from  pedlars  or  stores. 
Where  It  may  have  been  sassnsg  to  In- 
fection, adds  to  the  danger.

Callahan,  Dundee  and  Cline,  all  are 
treading  close  upon  Leonard's  heels.  A 
match  with  any  one  of  these  would  be 
highly  pleasing  to  metropolitan  fight- 
goers. 

The  trio  battled  Leonard  before  ho 
Was  champion,  and  did  very  wall,  in- 
deed, against  him.  With  the  exception 
of  Dundee,  maybe,  tbey  have  improved 
since  than.  It  Is  admitted  that  Leonard 
|a  g  far  bettor  boxer  now  than  ho  was 
then,  but  even  allowing  for  that,  it  Is 
dot  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  either 
Johnny,  Frenhle  or  Patsy  could  make 
things  decidedly  Interesting  for  Ben- 
jamin. Certainly  tbey  would  give  him 
keener  competition  than  did  the  clans 
Of  men  Leonard  has  rough t  since  he  de- 
feated Freddie  Welsh  for  ths  title. 


Leonard  met  Dundee  in  three  pre- 
champlonship  fights.  If  memory  is  not 
at  fault  Johnny  won  the  first  and  was 
shaded  In  the  last  two.  All  three 
matches  were  crammed  full  of  action, 
and  in  nons  of  them  was  the  award  of 
victory  undisputed.  Dundee's  last 
match  with  Leonard  was  a. year  ago  last 
June. 

What  About  Callahan? 

Callahan's  bout  with  Leonard  is  still 
green  in  the  memory  of  Brooklyn  box- 
ing fans.  It  was  fought  in  May,  1915, 
more  than  two  years  ago,  and  was  such 
a  ding-dong  affair  that  it  set  a  stand- 
ard for  lightweight  battles  in  Brooklyn. 
Leonard  was  '-considerably  abused,  and 
when  It  was  over  there  were  many  dis- 
putes as  to  the  winner. 

Leonard  and  Cllne  fought  the  same 
year.  Cllne  was  a  rank  novice  com- 
pared with  his  opponent  at  that  time, 
but  he  gave  Leonard  a  keen  battle. 
There  is  no  gainsaying  the  fact  that 
the  Patsy  Cline  of  today  far  outranks 
the  Patsy  Cllne  of  two  and  a  half  years 
ago. 

Then  there  are  Willie  Jackson  and 
Charlie  White,  the  "knockermits," 
competing  for  the  match.  It  is  a  ques- 
tion whether  tha  two  are  as  good  as 
Cllne,  Callahan  and  Dundee,  and  as  wall 
qualified  to  make  things  interesting  for 
the  champion,  but  If  they're  not  they 
are  not  far  behind  them.

Major  J.  A.  Olbbs,  Welsh  Regiment, 
killed  in  action,  played  Rugby  for  the 
Penarth  F.C.  He  also  played  cricket, 
hockey  and  golf. 

Capt.  E.  W.  Brooks,  Oxon  and  Bucks 
Light  Infantry,  killed  In  action,  was  a 
member  of  the  Neptune  Rowing  Club. 
Oxford,  and  «won  several  races  at  the 
Oxford  Royal  Regatta  before  the  war 
began. 

Capt.  A.  R.  Backus.  Ride  Brigade, 
killed  in  action,  stroked  the  Trinity 
boat.  Cambridge.  1914,  rowed  in  the 
Eton  eight  at  Henley,  and  was  captain 
of  the  boats.  « 

Lieut,  i.  W.  Routledge,  killed  In  ac- 
tion, was  a  well-known  north  country 
Rugby  player.  He  played  for  the  Old 
Novocastrlans,    Bladon,    and    Rockcllffe. 

Lieut.  J.  T.  Jenkins,  Seaforth  High- 
landers, killed  In  action,  was  a  graduate 
of  Aberdeen  University  and  a  well- 
known  north  of  Scotland  golfer.  He 
wss  s  native  of  Burgbead,  Elgin,  and 
the  youngest  son  of  ex-Provost  Jenkins. 
'  Lieut.  A.  D.  Ironside,  Royal  Field 
Artillery,  killed  In  action,  aged  twenty, 
four,  was  a  well-known  Aberdeen  swim- 
mer and  oarsman  and  holder  of  the 
sliver  cross  oars  of  the  Aberdeen  Row- 
ing Club.

NANAIMO.  Nov.  1— At  a  meeting 
last  evening  of  the  general  committee 
of  the  Nanaimo  branch  of  the  Win-the- 
War  League  Important  business  was 
transacted.  A  local  constitution  was 
adopted  and  a  constitution  governing 
the  league  in  the  Nanaimo  Federal  elec- 
torate was  up  for  consideration.  A 
convention  Is  to  be  held  In  Duncan 
shortly,  to  arrange  for ,  a  meeting  of 
representatives  from  all  branches  to 
discuss  the  local  political  situation,  and 
live  delegates  w#re.  appointed  to  at- 
tend. 

The  cpmmlttejB  had  a  lengthy  discus- 
sion on  whether  foreigners  belonging  to 
Allied  nations  should  com*  under  the 
Military  Service  Act.  The  following 
resolution  was  adopted: 
-  "Whereas  in  the  opinion  of  the  Na- 
naimo branch  of  the  Wln-the-War 
League  It  is  expedient  that  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada  take  Immediate  steps  to 
place  the  Allied  foreigners  resident  in 
Canada  upon  the  same  footing  with  re- 
gard to  the  previsions  of  the  Military 
Service  Act  of  1917.  as  British  bom; 

"And  whereas,  Nanaimo  has  already 
given  freely  of  her  own  sons  for  the 
prosecution  of  the  war  while  the.  for- 
eign population  have  refused  to  obey 
the  call  of  their  own  country  and  are 
now  living  in  comparative  luxury  In 
occupation  of  positions  rendered  vacant 
by  the  volunteering  of  the  British  born; 

"And  whereas,  these  foreigners  are 
enjoying  equal  rights  and  privileges 
In  Canada  with  British  born,  and  should 
therefore  be  compelled  to  bear  ap  equal 
share  of  the  country's  burden-, 

"And  whereas,  it  has  been  establish- 
ed that  there  are  at  present  working 
In  the  mines  of  the  district  of  Nanaimo 
a  large  number  of  such  foreigners 
equivalent  la  the  aggregate  to  IS  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  of  white  men 
employed  In  these  mines; 

"Therefore,  bo  It  resolved: 

"(1)  That  the  members  of  the  Nanai- 
mo branch  of  the  Wln-the-War  League 
pray  the  Dominion  Government  to  take 
such  Immediate  steps  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  application  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Military  Service  Act  191T. 
to  swell  of  those  foreigners  as  may 
be  of  military  age  and  physically  fit. 

"Be  It  further  resolved,  that  the 
hsaorarf  secretary  t>e  Instructed  to 
forward  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the 
bftnaches  of  the  league  at  Victoria,  Van- 
cowver,  Esquimau  and  Duncan,  and  to 
request  that  action  may  he  taken  by 
these  branches  la  conformity  with  this 
resolution."

The  Chum*  Ire  a  variety  of  Ash  that 
are  plentiful  in  the  Fraser  and  come 
across  toward  the  Islands.  These  fish 
are  bringing  the  high  Price  of  fifty 
coats  apiece.  Although  like  the  sock- 
aye  In  color,  they  are  In  quality  a  very 
Inferior  flab.  Cohoas  end  a  few  steel- 
heads  are  also  being  caught  During 
the  past  few  evenings  the  Japanese 
have  been  fishing  with  nets  in  the  har- 
bor for  herring. 

The  lowly  dog  salmon  has  created  a 
record  in  the  fish  market,  bringing  as 
high  as  sixty  cents  apiece;  reaching  a 
price  never  heard  of  in  the  history  of 
the  industry.  Whsn  the  cost  of  trans- 
portation Is  added  It  can  be  seen  that 
the  demand  for  fish  is  very  great  when 
the  fish  dealers  will  pay  this  exorbitant 
price. 

—  Halibut  Is  very  aoave*  and  conse- 
quently the  price  Is  still  soaring.  A 
few  cod  are  coming  In  with  the  halibut 
boats,  but  not  in  any  large  quantity.

"According  to  the  information  eo  far 
received  H  must  bo  regarded  as  au- 
thenticated that  certain  ships  of  the 
Gorman  navy  in  the  North  Sen  on  Oc- 
tober If,  after  sinking  escorting  Brit- 
ish vessels,  sank  also  n  number  of 
neutral  merchant  ships,  among;  which 
were  several  Norwegian  ships,  without 
taking  any  steps  either  to  attempt  to 
save  the  crews  or  give  thorn  time  to 
save  themselves.  This  conduct  on  the 
part  of  Gorman'' warships  wen  the  cause 
of  a  great  number  of  Norwegian  sallors- 
being  killed  or  wounded  by  shell  flre, 
or  losing  their  Uvea  by  drowning. 

•The  Norwegian  government  will  not 
again  state  its  views,  an  it  has  al- 
ready done  so  on  several  occasions,  as 
to  the  violation  of  the  principles  of  the 
ocean  aa  a  war  acne  and  by  the  sink- 
ing of  neutral  merchant  ships  not  csr-y 
rylng  contraband. 

"It  is  owing  to  vartdusL  meaaure*  -+t 
thie  kind  that  Norwegian  ships,  ah  well 
an  those  of  other  neutral  countries, 
have  seen  compelled,  in  order  to  pro- 
euro  for  Norway. the  essential  Imports, 
to  seek  protection  In  the  pant,  an  they 
will  in  the  future,  by  allowing  them- 
selves to  be  convoyed  by  warships  be- 
longing to  Germany's  enemies.  The 
Norwegian  Government  bears  in  mind 
that  la  the  memorandum  addressed  'to 
the  German  Government  on  October  20, 
me,  occasioned  by  tho  sinking  of  Nor- 
wegian ships  in  the  ice-cold  eon  by 
Gorman  submarines,  It  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  tho  Norwegian  nation 
considered  It  in  the  light  of  a  viola- 
tion of  tho  laws  of  humanity,  and  en 
that  occasion  the  Norwegian  Govern- 
ment once  again  requested  the  German 
Government  to  take  measures  so  that 
the  commanders  of  German  subma- 
rines should  not  expose  the  lives  of 
Norwegian  sailors  to  danger,  whether 
by  negligence  or  by  error  of  Judg- 
ment. 

"It  has  made  a  profound  Impression 
on  the  Norwegian  people  that  not 'only 
have  German  submarines  continued  to 
sink'  peaceful  neutral  merchant  ships, 
paying  no  attention  to  the  fato  of  the 
crews,  but  that  even  German  warships 
adopted  tho  name  tastics.

The  reality  is  very  different  and 
much  lass  simple.  The  writer  camped 
In  the  Eastern  Macedonian  wilde.  The 
cyclist  company  to  which  ha  Belonged 
waa  usually  sent  on  in  advance  to  re- 
oogftoitre  roads  and  report  on  camping 
grounds,  water  supply,  and  so  forth. 
(Been  time  we  net  out  we  had  only  tho 
vaguest  Idea  of  tho  kind  of  locality  to 
wnich  wo  were  going,  our  only  assist- 
ance being  the  knowledge  that  we 
should  probably  nnd  country  fairly  sim- 
ilar to  that  which  we  bad  already  ex- 
perienced, gad.  therefore,  that  the  prob- 
lems which  we  should  have  to  face 
would  be  more  or  less  familiar.  Even 
then  expectations,  however,  wore  not  In- 
variably fulfilled. 

During  the  hot  weather  we  only 
marched  after  5: SO  P.m.,  the  average 
distance  covered  In  n  day  being  SO 
miles,  qulfe  enough  on  those  rocky, 
sandy  wastes  which  are  Macedonian 
roads. 

Early  on  tho  morning  of  tho  day  on 
which  we  were  going  to  move  we  sent 
on  an  officer  with  two  orderlies,  to 
choose  a  camping  ground.  The  only  in- 
structions he  waa  given  were  that  It 
must  not  bo  far  frpm  tho  road,  water 
must  be  handy  and  some  shade,  if  pos- 
sible, available,  Shade  was  not  merely 
a  luxury,  it  wan  almost  a  necessity. 

Tho  rest  of  the  company  moved  punc- 
tually at  6:80;  the  transport  having 
gone  on  an  hour  before.  We  usually 
reached  the  neighborhood  of  our  pros- 
pective camping  ground  about  1:30 
soaked  *with  sweat  and  choked  with 
dust,  and  we  were  met  about  then  by 
the  officer  wtje  had  gone  ahead,  looking 
cool  and  comfortable.  Ho  had  usually 
marked  down  two  alternative  sites  and 
tho  CO., went  on  with  him  to  make  his 
choice.  If  possible,  he  always  chose 
the  olope  of  a  bill  facing  away  from 
tho  early  mooning  sun.  Usually  such 
a  hill  waa  covered  with  prickly  scrub, 
interspersed  with  small  bushes  and  an 
occasional,  painfully  occasional  tree. 
Tho  company  waa  taken  to  the  foot  of 
tho  hill,  cyeles  stacked,  rifles  and 
equipment  piled,  and  fatigue  parties  told 
off. "  Tbe  CO.  *  and  sergeant-major 
would  then  Inspect  the  ground.  First 
of  all,  room  waa  allotted  for  the  officers' 
and  men's  lines  respectively,  near,  but

Then  the  horse  and  transport  lines 
were  chosen,  usually  well  away  round 
tbe  eide  of  the  hill.  A  good  site  tor 
tho  latrines  would  be  found  and  tho 
sanitary  corporal  and  his  satellites 
would  set  to  work  to  dig  them.  The 
cools  would  also  be  allotted  a  place 
and?  they  would  with  equal  promptness 
start  to  put  their  copk  hquse  in  order. 
They  wore  given  a  small  party  to  col-* 
loot  firewood.  The  water  supply  waa 
then  Inspected:  It  waa  usually  from  a 
tiny  spring  in  a  ravine  and  was  often 
as  much  aa  a  mile  away.  A  water 
fatigue  laden  with  dixies  was  sent  off 
to  get  it,  or,  if  such  luxuries  were 
available,  tho  water  mules  would  go  off 
to  fill  "packalls."  The  R.A.M.C.  order- 
lies, who  were  attached  for  such  duties, 
carefully  treated  it  with  chlorine  on  Its 
arrival.  We  always  kept  half  a  dozen 
full  ^chlorinated  dixies  in  a  shady  place 
for  the  men  to  use. 

Two  other  fatigue  parties  were  set 
to  work  making  two  sun-shelters  for 
the  men  and  the  cycles.  They  were 
rude  structures,  poles,  strung  wire  and 
brushwood,  but  as  their  construction 
waa  rather  a  long  and  tiring  business 
it  was  some  times  left  till  early -the 
next  enorning.  A  CO.  with  experience 
and  an  eye  for  such  things  would  select 
ail  those  sites  Instinctively.  He  would 
then  Interview  platoon  sergeants,  the 
area  each  blatoon  was  to  occupy  waa 
pointed  out  and  the  rules  of  the  camp 
explained  to  them.  They  were  usually 
merely  concerned  with  the  bounds  of 
the  camp  and  with  its  cleanliness  and 
domestic  economy.  Then  the  company 
were  allowed  to  pitch  bivouacs.  These 
were  carried  on  cycles,  tiny  waterproof 
sheets  and  poles,  just  giving  shelter 
for  one  man.  The  men  showed  great 
Ingenuity  in  setting  them  to  dodge  tho 
sun.  and  often  four  men  would  club 
together  and  out  of  their  united  re- 
sources quite  a  roomy  little  house 
could  be  made.  ^ 

The  officers'  servants  then  get  busy 
"unpacking,"  In  other  words  unrolling 
valises,  pitching  bivouacs  and  getting 
something  ready  to  eat  When  all 
wan  la  full  awing  the  camp  was  an 
amusing  and  animated  scsne.  There 
wonld  be  much  banging  of  pegs  and 
chopping  _of  wood.  The  transport 
horses  and  mule*  would  be  going  to 
and  from  their  watering  place,  tbe 
cooks  hard  at  work,  tho  long  string  df 
water  carriers  coming  In  and  the 
R.  A.  M.  C  orderlies  preparing  their 
mysterious  compounds.  Brushwood  par- 
ties, looking  like  'trees  walking"  would 
be  tolling  In  with  their  spoils,  there 
would  be  much  washing,  laughing  and 
singing  and,  la  an  Incredibly  short  time 
that  barren  old  eastern  hill  would  be 
tho  organised  cleanly  home  of  300  men. 
Then,  and  net  till  then,  the  officers, 
their  respective  plntoons  comfortably 
settled,  uttered  hug*  sighs  of  relief  and 
went  off  to  gel,  dean  end  cool  and  with 
somewhat  rudimentary  and  monotonous 
victuals  take  tho  edge  of  their  hunger. 
An  hour  later  tho  camp  would  be  grow- 
ing quiet,  the  fires  would  be  dying 
down  and  the  little  advance  guard  of 
tbe  Pas'  Britten  lea  would  be  partici- 
pating'in  the  nightly  contest  between 
weariness  and   mosquitoes.

"Tbo'  explanation  is  that  the  long  arm 
•of  the  British  navy  has  reached  down 
into  tho  depths  and  thus  the  harvest 
reaped  is  poorer  and  the  number  of 
Uerman  submarines  which  do  not  return 
is  increasing. 

"Since  April,  the  highest  month  for 
British  losses,  they  have  steadily  de- 
°r*»**d.  and  latterly  to  a  marked  de- 
gree. September  was  the  most  satisfac- 
tory month;  October  waa  only  slightly 
worse,  .and  was  better  by  30  per  cent 
than  any  other  month*  since  unre- 
stricted submarine  warfare  began.  The 
net  reduction  In  tonnage  In  the  last  four 
months  is  30  per  cent  less  than  antici- 
pated In  the  estimate  prepared  for  tho 
Cabinet  early  in  July. 

"The  total  net  reduction  since  the 
beginning  of  the  war  from  all  onuses 
in  British  tonnage  on  the  official  regis- 
ter in  ships  over  1,000  tons  Is  under 
two  and  a  half  million  tons  groan,  or 
14  per  cent,  and  that  after  a  period 
when  our  great  armies  and  their  mag- 
nificent equipment  received  priority  and 
the  great  growth  of  our  navy  Was  sim- 
ultaneously achieved,  to  the  detriment 
•  of  mercantile'  shipbuilding.  Now  that 
tho  submarine  Is  for  the  present  doing 
less  damage  and  the  resource*  of  the 
country  are  again  being  devoted  to  n 
far  greater  end  an  increasing  extent  to 
the  upbuilding  of  the  mercantile  marine. 
I  look  for  net  results  still  more  formid- 
able.

"Summarised,  the  submarine  warfare 
amounts  to  this:  Our  defensive  meas- 
ures nave  during  the  last  seven  months 
proved  so  efficacious  that,  in  spite  of 
tho  increased  number  of  ships  passing 
through  the  danger  none,  there  has  been 
a  steady  reduction  la  the  damage  done 
by  tho  enemy  submarines.

Replying  to  criticisms  that  the  fleet 
bad  not  been  neat  to  assist  Russia.  Sir 
Eric  pointed  out  that  such  at)  opera- 
tion would  occupy  considerable.'  time, 
aad  that  there  were  extensive  mine- 
fields.

United  States  did  not  have  the  right  to 
interfere.

Nothing,  however,  would  satisfy  the 
Germans.  They  seemed  determined  that 
the  export  of  every  article,  whether  of 
food  or  munitions,  whloh  might  prove 
of  use  to  the  Allies  in  tjtie  war  ahould 
be  stopped.

It  seemed  as  If  the  German  Govern- 
ment expressly  desired  to  stir  up  hatred 
against  America  on  this  issue  in  order 
to  forde  the  American  Government, 
through  fear  of  either  the  German  Gov- 
ernment or  the  German-American  pro- 
pagandists at  home,  to  put  an  Immedl- 


tlons. 

It  never  seemed  to  occur  to  the  Ger- 
mans that  we,  could  not  violate  The 
Hague  convention  In  order  "to  change, 
the  rules  of  tt*e  game  because  one 
-party,  after  the  commencement  of  hos- 
tilities, found  that  the  rule  worked  to 
his  disadvantage.  Nor  did  the  Germans 
consider  that  America  could  not  vary 
Its  International  laww'ith  -the  changing 
fortunes  of  wsi  and  make  one  ruling 
when  the  Germans  lost  control*  of  the 
tea  and  another  If,  they  regained  It. 

From  early  in  lp^s/dntll  I  left  Ger- 
many I  do  hot  think  I  ever  had  a  con- 
versation with  a  German  without  his 
alluding  to  this  question.  Shortly  be- 
fore leaving  Germany,  In  January.  1917, 
and  after  I  had  learned  of  the  proba- 
bility of  the  resumption  of  ruthless  sub- 
marine war,  at  an  evening  party  at  Dr. 
Solf* s.  '  the  Colonial  Minister's,  %  large 
German,  who  turned  out  to  be  one  of 
the  Grand  Dukes  of  Mecklenburg- 
Schwerln,  planted  himself  .  some  dis- 
tance away  from  me  and  addressed  rrfe 
in  German,  saying:  "You  are  the 
American  Ambassador  and  I  want  to 
tell  you  that  the  conduct  of  America 
in  furnishing  arms  and  ammunition  to 
the  enemies  of  Germany  Is  stamped 
deep  on  the  German  heart,  that  we  will 
never  forget  It  and  wIU  some  day  have 
our  revenge." 


He  spoke  to  a  voice  ps  loud 
stopped  his  chest  sb  hard  that 
one  In  the  room  stepped  his  eon*; 
Hob  In  order  to  hear.  As  he  wore  on 
'bis  breast  the  orders  of  the  Black 
Eagle,  the  Red  Eagle,  the  Elephant  and 
the  Seraphim,  when v  he  struck  all  thto 
menagerie  the  rattle  atone  was  quite 
loud.  I  reminded  him  politely  of  The 
Hague  convention,  of  the  fact  that  we 
tn**ld  "**  change  International  tow 
from  time  to  time  with  the  change  to 
the  situation  of  the  war  and  that  Ger- 
many had  furnished  arms  to  England 
tp  use  against  the  Boers.  But  he  sim- 
ply answered,  saying,  "We  care  nothing 
for  trestles,"  and  my  aaswsr,  ."That 
Is  what  they  all  say."  waa  a  retort  too 
obvious  to  he  omitted. 

The  •German  press  continually  pub- 
lished articles  to  the  effect  that  the 
war  would  be  finished  If  it  were  not 
for  the  shipment  of  supplies  from 
America.  All  public  opinion  waa  with 
the  German  Government  when  the 
warping  was  issued  on  February  4, 
1916,  stating  that  the  blockade  of  Eng- 
land would  commence  on  the  eighteenth 
and  warning  neutral  ships  to  keep  out 
Of  the  war  zone.

From  then  on  we  had  constant  cases 
and  crises  with  reference  to  the  sink- 
ing of  American  boats  by  the  German 
submarines.  There  were  the  cases  of 
the  Gulflight  and  the  Cunning  and  the 
Kalaba,  an  English  boat  sunk  without 
warning  on  which  Americans  were 
killed. 

On  May  6.  1116.  Director  Kriege,  of 
the  .Foreign  Office,  asked  Mr.  Jackson 
to  call  and  see  him,  and  fold  him  that 
he  would  Ilkes  to  have  the  following 
three  points  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  American  public:

Naval  officers  in 
command  of  submarines  had  been  In- 
structed originally,  and  new  and  more 
stringent  Instructions  "had  been  issued 
repeatedly  to  use  the  utmost  care  con- 
sistent with  their  own  safety,  tp  avoid 
attacks  on  neutral  vessels.

Mr.  Jackson  put  this  conversation 
down  in  the  form  given  and  showed 
Director  Krlege  a  copy  of  it.  Later  In 
the  day  Geheimrat  Simon  called  on  Mr. 
Jackson  at  the  embassy  and  said  that 
Doctor  Kriege  would  like  to  have 
point  two  read  as  follows:  "In  case, 
through  any  unfortunate  mistake  a 
neutral  ship,"  etc.,  and  that  Doctor 
Krlege  would  like  to  change  what  was 
written  on  point  three,  beginning  with 
"Where  there  Is",  and  continuing  to  the 
end,  so  that  it  should  read: 

"Where  there  is  any  material  diver- 
gence In  the  two  reports  as  tp  the  pre- 
sumed cause  of  destruction  (torpedo  or 
mlnci,  the  German  Government  has  al- 
ready In  several  Instances  declared  Its 
readiness  to  submit  the  question  to  the 
decision  of  an  .  International  commis- 
sion, in  accordance  with  The  Hague 
convention,  for  the  friendly  settlement 
of  International   disputes." 

Geheimrat  Simon  said  that  this  had 
been  suggested  by  Director  Krlege  in 
case  It  should  be  decided  to.  make  a 
communication  to  the  American  press. 
Mr.  Jackson  told  Geheimrat  Simon  that 
he  would  report  the  subject  of  his  con- 
versation to  me,  but  that  It  would  de- 
pend upon  me  whether  any  communi- 
cation should  be  made  to  the  American 
Government  or  to  the  press  upon  the 
subject. 

Of  course,  the  news  of  the  torpedo- 
ing of  the  Lusitania.  on  May  7  and  of 
the  great  loss  of  American  lives 
brought  about  a  very  critical  situation, 
and  naturally  nothing  was  done  with 
Krlege's  propositions. 

It  Is  unnecessary1  here  for  me  to  go 
Into  the  nates  which  were  exohanged 
between  the  two  governments,  because 
all  that  Is  already  public  property. 

Some  time  after  I  had  delivered  our 
first  Lusitania  note  of  May  11,  1915, 
Zlmmermann  was  lunching  with  us.  A 
good-looking  American  woman  married 
to  a  German  was  also  of  the  party,  and 
after  lunch,  although  I  was  talking  to 
someone  else,  I  overheard  part,  of  her 
conversation  jvlth  Zlmmermann. 

When  Zlmmermann  left  I  naked  her 
what  it  was  that  he  had  said  about 
America,  Germany,  Mr.  Bryan  and  the 
Lusitania.  She  then  told  me  that  she 
had  said  to  Zimmerman  that  it  was  a 
great  pity  that  we  were  to  leave  Ber- 
lin, as  It  looked  as  If  diplomatic  rela- 
tions between  the  two  countries  would 
be  broken  and  that  Zlmmermann  told 
her  not  to  worry  about  that,  because 
they  had  Just  received  word  from  th« 
Austrian  government  that  Doctor  Dum- 
ba,  tne  Austrian  Ambassador  in  Wash- 
ington, had  cabled  that  the  Lusitania 
note  from  America,  to  Germany  waa  only 
sent  as  a  sop  to  public  opinion  In  Am- 
erica and  that  the  Government  did  not 
really  mean  what  was  said  in  that 
note. 

I  then  called  on  Zlmmermann  at  the 
Foreign  Office,  and  he  showed  me"  Dum- 
ba's  cablegram,  which  Was  substantial- 
ly as  stated  above. 

Of  course,  I  immediately  cabled  to 
the  State  Department,  and  also  got 
word  to  President  Wilson.  The  rest 
of  the  incident  is  public  property.  I, 
of  course,  did  not  know  what  actually 
occurred  between  Mr.  Bryan'  and  Dr. 
Dumba,  but  I  am  sure  that  Doctor 
Dumba  must  have  misunderstood  any, 
friendly  statements  made  by  Mr.  Bry- 
an. • 

It  was  very  lucky  that  I  discovered 
the  existence  of  this  Dumba  cablegram 
In  this  manner,  which  savors  almost  of 
diplomacy  as  represented  on  the  stage. 
If  the  Germans  had  gone  on  in  the  be- 
lief that  the  Lusitania  note  was  not 
really  meant,  war  would  have  Inevit- 
ably resulted  at  that  time  between 
Germany  and  America,  and  it  shows 
how  great  events  may  be  shaped  by 
heavy   luncheons  and  a  pretty  woman.

STOCKHOLM,  Nov.  ,  1.— The  report 
that  the  American  Government  will  not 
permit  exports  of  flour  to  Finland 
evokes  bitter  words  from  the  Finnish 
press  and  people.  The  newspaper  Huf- 
vudstadz  Blade  t,  of  Helelngsfors,  speaks 
sarcastically  of  what  It  calls  President 
Wilson's  unscrupulous  policy  in  the 
face  of  his  declarations  about  protect- 
ing small  nations  and  Interests. 

The  paper  continues:  "The  American 
decision  Is  a  hard  blow  for  us,  and  will 
In  nowise  Increase  our  sympathies  for 
the  Entente.  Furthermore,  so  far  as 
the  danger  of  German  occupation  la 
concerned,  America's  attitude  will  cause 
Flnlanders  rather  to  long  for  than  fear 
such  occupation,  since  we  know  that 
Germany  has  always  exerted  herself  to 
see  that  territory  occupied  by  her  shall 
not  suffer  from  look  of  the  necessaries 
of  life." 

The  Hetotagfors  Sanomat,  the  chief 
organ  of  the  Young  Finnish  party,  at- 
tacks the  United  States  on  its  attitude 
and,  declares  that  America  should  un- 
derstand that  this  will  compel  the  Finns 
to  find  "their  only  salvation  in  the  very 
German  occupation  which  America  em- 
ploys as  an  excuse  for  not  fulfilling  Its 
contract  obligations."

LONDON.  Nov.  1.— All  the  British 
guns  with  the  Italian  army  were  saved. 
according  to  a  British  correspondent  at 
Italian  Headquarters,  wbo  says  that 
the  spirits  of  the  British  gunners  are 
good.  Lack  of  transport  whloh  could 
not  be  allotted  to  them  waa  their  whole 
trouble.  One  gun  was  so  near  to  hav- 
ing to  be  abandoned  that  the  breech 
mechanism  -was  destroyed.  However, 
the  gun  was  saved  eventually. 

The  correspondent,  who  accompanied 
the  retreat  of  the  Third  Italian  Army 
from  the  Carso,  la  a  dispatch  dated 
Tuesday  says  that  the  troops  were 
cheerful  and  good-tempered,  and  It  was 
evident  that  Armness  of  command  could 
reorganise  them  Into  a  flghtlng  force. 

The  right  wing  of  the  second  army 
also  fell  bock  regularly  from  Sabot  lno 
and  Gorisla.  Troops  on  the 'left  of  the 
second  army  also  were  retiring  steadily 
from  their  mountain  positions  so  as  to 
get  Into  line  with  the  left  of  the  new 
defensive   front. 

The  Italian  general  staff  placed  a  ban 
on  all  descriptions  of  what  happened 
during  the  lost  few  days,  but  permitted 
the  sending  of  a  description  of  the 
destruction  of  Italian  stores.  The  cor- 
respondent says: 

"The.  sky  was  constantly  springing 
Into  a  livid  flame  like  an  Instantaneous 
sunset,  followed,  by  a  deep  grumbling 
roar.  Block  clouds  of  smoke  were  out- 
lined against  the  glowing  heavens.  Am- 
munition depots  were  being  blown  up, 
stores  were  being  burned  and  bridges 
destroyed.  The  glare  of  eaploslvea 
gave  light  of  ghastly  brilliance  over 
the  throngs  of  the  retreating  army. 

"A  rainstorm  broke  and  lasted  for 
three  hours,  often  with  extreme  vio- 
lence. It  added  to  the  hardships  of 
the  retreat,  already  ssvere  enough,  and 
must  have  meant  death  to  many  of  those 
wounded  while  covering  the  retreat. 
But  It  delayed  the  enemy's  advance  by 
swelling  the  rivers,  softening  the 
ground  to  mud  and  making  air  recon- 
naissances and  bombing  raids  on  con- 
gested roads  and  railways  Impossible. 
Such  are  the  outlines  of  the  story,  of 
which   fuller  details  are   not  permitted. 

"The  situation  undoubtedly  Is  grave, 
but  the  silence  which  the  Interest  of 
the  army  now  Imposes  must  not  be 
construed  as  an  Indication  that  things 
are  worse  than  they  actually  are.  The 
blow  bos  been  severe,  but  It  will  flot 
crush  Italy."

Prisoners    Allege    They    *tor«    Flogged    by 

si   Machine  for   Trivial   Qgesoes 

Officer*    Deslol 


WINNIPEG.  Nov.  1.— The  Sudbury, 
Ontario*  correspondent  of  The  Fret 
Press  says; 

"Astonishing  revelations  respecting 
the  treatment  of  -prisoners  at  the  On- 
tario prison  farm  at  Burwash,  It  miles 
from  here,  were  mads  yesterday  In  a 
visit  to  that  "institution  by  Hon.  W.  i>. 
McPherson,  Provincial  Secretary,  ac- 
companied by  press  representatives. 
After  an  Inspection  of  the  farm,  lien. 
Mr.  McPherson  excused  the  officers  and 
guards  and  asked  ths  prisoners  to  tell 
their  story. 

"The  men  claimed  that  there  was  a 
steel  machine  upon  the  premises,  to 
which  men  are  fastened  and  flogged  for 
the  slightest  offences.  One  .man  said  he 
was  fastened  to  the  machine  and  Wae 
hanging  by  his  wrists,  as  he  was  not 
tall  enough'  to  reach  the  floor  with  his 
feet. 

"Men,  It  was  stated,  have  been  fast- 
ened to  posts  with  their  arms  around 
the  posts  and  left  there  .for  hours. 

"The  m«n  who  had  been  flogged  In 
some  cases  stated  It  waa  for  trying  to 
escape.  Asked  why  they  tried  to  es- 
cape, they  said  'Bad  food,  heavy  work 
and  the  general  treatment.' 

"There  is  a  vast  difference  of  opinion 
between  the  officials'  statement  and  the 
statements  of  the  prisoners.  It  was 
denied  that  any  men  had  been  beaten 
up  by  an  official.  One  man,  it  is  stated. 
waa  shot  by  a  guard  with  a  revolver. 
He  was  trying  to  eeeapa 

"Mr.  McPherson  promised  the  fullest 
investigation."

RED  CROSS  WORK

Miss  Helen  Stewart,  Librarian, 
Tells  Rotarians  They  Don't 
Know  Its  Value  to  Them- 
selves and  Community. 


"We  don't  know  enough  about  the 
Victoria  business  man  as  a  class."  said 
Mtas  Helen  Stewart,  librarian  of  the 
Victoria  Public  Library,  speaking  of  the, 
"Value  of  the  Library  to  the  Commun- 
ity." before  the  meeting  of  the  Rotary 
Club  held  at  the  Empress  Hotel  yester- 
day. "We  know  yon  Individually,  yes," 
she  continued,  "but  as  a  community  ele- 
ment, very  little.  Tou,  as  citizens  of 
Victoria,  are  paying  for  your  library. 
Wby  don't  you  get  something  out  of  It? 
We  are  up  tnere  to  give  you  service; 
It  Is  up  to  you  to  tell  us  what  kind  of 
a  service  you  want.  .  .  .  Consider- 
ing the  new  conditions  that  are  being 
oreeted  aa  a  result  of  the  world  con- 
flict that  Is  now  being  carried  on,  I 
would  consider  that  It  devolves  on  each 
one  of  us  to  broaden  and  deepen.  It 
to  up  to  Canada  to  widen  her  sphere  In 
the  world  of  trade  and  commerce  when 
the  worlt  of  the  war  Is  finished  and 
when  this  opportunity  presents .  Itself, 
.it  to  UP  to  ua,  aa  Individuals,  to  be  able 
to  assist  through  a  practical,  well 
grounded  understanding  of  new  com- 
mercial conditions.  Tou  can  not  af- 
ford, as  up-to-date  business  men,  to 
neglect  the  co-operation  we  at  the 
library  are  In  a  position  to  give .  you. 
Let  ua  ne  a  spoke  In  the  Rotary  wheel, 
wo  can  rotate  too,  and  If  we  all  work 
together,  I  am  sure  that  we  may  be 
able  to  do  much." 


/  Miss  Stewart  established  a  precedent 
in  respect  to  the  Victoria  Rotary  Club, 
la  being  the  Srst  woman  to  address  one 
of  their  meetings.  After  being,  intro- 
duced, she  regretted  that  a  sort  of 
class  distinction  had"  seemingly  been 
founded  on  sex.  She  thought  that  pres- 
ent conditions  emphasised  especially 
the,  need  for  more  harmonious  work  be- 
tween '  man  and  women,  They  were 
both  human  beings,  living  In  the  same 
world  and  doing  useful  work  to  a  simi- 
lar purpose.  She  referred  particularly 
to  the  custom  of  holding  exclusive 
meetings  by  either  sex.  Later,  whan 
expressing  the  fine  appreciation  felt  by 
the  club  for  her  bright  and  forceful 
talk  yesterday.  President  Abell  assured 
Miss  Stewart  that  at  such  a  time  aa 
the  club  should  decide  to  enroll  lady 
members,  her  application  would  be  one 
of  the  first  to  be  sought.  Miss  Stewart 
received  a  pronounced  ovation  from  the 
meeting. 

The  big  ambition  of  the  library,  she 
said,  was  to  establish  %  university  ex- 
tension oourae;  to  become  a  recreation- 
al centre  for  old  and  young  alike;  and 
to  be  the  workshop  and  laboratory  of 
the  city  of  Victoria.  It  was  the  busi- 
ness of  the  library  to  select  from  the 
myriads  of  books  printed,  thore  best 
suited  to  the  needs  of  the  community, 
and  then  to  catalogue  them  so  sys- 
tematically as  to  make  them  available 
easily  to  the  demand — to  fit  the  right 
book  to  the  right  man  at  the  right  mo- 
ment. 

Big  Demand,  far  Taohntoal  Booh* 
She  reviewed  the  various  departments 
of  the  institution,  laying  particular 
stress  on  the  usefulness  of  the  chil- 
dren's department.  The  Institution  cir- 
culated, she  explained,  ah -average  of 
1,000  books  dally.  This  took  no  cognis- 
ance whatever  of  the  reference  work 
that  was  dene  In  the  library  building. 
It  waa  true  that  a  goodly  quantity  of 
Action  wa«  circulated,  bt)t  ahe  wished 
to  emphasise  to  her  hearers,  as  busi- 
ness men,  how  great  waa  the  constant 
demand  for  books  dealing  with  the 
practical  subjects.  She  believed  .  this 
would  be  proof  to  them  ef  the' desire  of 
the  yoqng  people  of  the  community  for 
technical  knowledge.  One  of  the  "best 
Indications  of  the  crying  needs  for  a 
department  devoted  to  technical  educa- 
tion in  this  city  was  to  be  found  In 
the  records  of  the  circulation  depart- 
ment of  her  Institution. 

She  realised  also  the  limitations  of 
the  library,  whleh  were  due  more  to  Its 
cramped  quarters  and  more  or  less 
limited  expense  account,  than  to  Its 
Intent,  which  she  believed  investigation 
would  show  to  be  justified  In  so  far  as 
It  had  been  possible  to  carry  It  out. 
She  assured  them  as  business  men  that 
they  would  probably  be  amazed  at  the 
amount  of  Information  In  reference  to 
their  own  activities  that  might  be 
found  on  Its  shelves.  The  library,  to 
be  fully  efficient  in  that  way,  however, 
needed  a?  special  business  section,  and 
she  launched  a  veiled  suggestion  that. 
In  that  respect,  there  was  scope  for  the 
service  of  the  Rotary  Club  In  providing 
for  such  a  section  in  a  campaign  simi- 
lar to  those  most  successfully  carried 
out  by  similar  organization*  lr  other 
cities.  There  should  be  a  specialised 
technical  department,  too.  to  back  up 
the  specialised  technical  school  that 
was  bound  to  come  in  the  city  of  Vic- 
toria.

Persons  willing  to  adopt  prison- 
ers pa  their  special  charge  during  the 
war  may  Intimate  their  desire  to  the 
secretary-treasurer  at  the  Temple  Build- 
ing. Many  Red  Cross  workers  have 
banded  together  to  form  circles  and 
have  made  It  their  duty  and  privilege 
to  adopt  and  support  a  prisoner  ef 
war,  through  the  direct  agency  of  the 
Canadian  Red  Cross.  A  donation  ef 
IS  per  month  supports  a   prisoner. 

Mrs.  Rtrers-Bulkeley,  head  of  the 
Prisoners  of  War  Department,  In  Lon- 
don, England,  has  written  as  follows 
concerning  the  work  of  that  important 
branch: 

I  fear  at  the  present  most  of  the 
German  railways  are  employed  In  con- 
veying men  and  guns  from  the  Eastern 
to  the  Western  front.  This  is  certainly 
cauaing  delay  in  the  mail  from  Germany 
and  will  probably  cause  delay  again  In 
parcels.  Every  prison  camp  in  Ger- 
many has  been  under  punishment  for 
some  time.  During  ten  days  all  par- 
cels were  held  up,  and  even  now  In 
many  camps  tins  are  removed  and  cen- 
sored before  the  men  get  them.  This 
means  that  frequently  the  contents  are 
spoiled. 

The  reason  for  this  drastic  treatment 
Is  that  unfortunately  many  of  the 
French  parcels  cofftained  things  which 
should  not  have  been  sent.  I  have  seen 
the  manager  of  the  Central  Committee 
and  he  advises  us  to  go  on  sending 
the  tinned  things  just  the  same  as  they 
have  every  hope  that  the  embargo  may 
be  removed.

sent  from  Berne  was  reduced  recently 
to  about  8<4  lbs.  per  fortnight,  as  the 
supply  of  flour  is  getting  low  and  It  is 
considered,  very  rightly,  that  It  is 
more  Important  to  ensure  a  regular 
though  smaller  supply,  and  the  amount 
suggested  should  have  been  quite  ade- 
quate. Today,  however,  Berne  officials 
have  written  to  say  that  they  do  not 
consider  it  advisable  to  continue  bread 
at  all  during  the  hot  weather,  as  they 
do  not  think  it  will  arrive  in  good  con- 
dition. I  have,  therefore,  taken  upon 
myself  to  telegraph  Berne  telling  them 
to  stop  bread  altogether*and  send  bis- 
cuits  Instead. 

Prisoner  Escapes 
Another  Canadian  has  had  the  good 
fortune  and  skill  to  effect  his  escape. 
He  left  Minden  by  train  on  the  night 
of  July  16.  While  all  the  others  were 
asleep  and  the  train  was  in  motion,  he 
opened  tee  window  and  let  himself  out. 
lie  dropped  on  soft  ground  and  beyond 
a  few  bruises  was  unhurt.  It  took  h|m 
nine  nights  to  get  over  the  frontier, 
walking  all 'night  and  hiding  alii  day. 
He  gave  a  somewhat  depressing  account 
ef  the  camp  at  Minden,  but  confirmed 
the  statements  made  by  other  prisoners 
reosntly  escaped  that  the  German  war* 
dens  were  getting  only  the  same  food 
as  the  prisoners.  He  Bald .  that  when 
the  parcels  come  nunn  of  our  men  use 
the  German  rations  at  all.  They  gen- 
erally give  them  to  the  Russians,  who 
really  ace  starving.  He  gave  a  very 
good  account  of  the  bread  from  Berne.

.'Who  would  have  believed."  he  asked, 
"that  the  one  emotional  outburst  evoked 
by  the  greatest  tragedy  in  history  is  a 
peal  of  laughter,  A  startling  pheno- 
menon of  the  war  ia  tbe  way  the 
Brit leh  nation  bap  re-acted  to  the  ex- 
perience .  of  the  last  three  years.  Bat 
Its  spirit  has  not-  found  passionate  ut- 
terance) in  art.  as  might  have  bean  ex- 
pected by  students  of  psychology.  We 
find  it  in  the  humorous  cartoons  and 
the  comic  dialogue  in  our  daily  and 
weekly  newspapers.  Punch  is  its 
herald,  Charlie  Chaplin  its  apostle  and 
Bairnsfather  its  painter.  British  laugh- 
ter is  as  spontaneous  as  the  Germans' 
hymn  of  hate,  but  beneath  It  all  is  the 
awful  sense  of  the  tragedy  being  en- 
acted In  the  war.  The  burden  never 
comes  to  the  surface;  sorrow  is  sub- 
merged. The  whole  nation  Is  lifted 
to  a  higher  plane,  and  Its  mirth  Is  that 
of  men  and  women  whose  spirit  cannot 
be  conquered." 

Boot  0o$  Intrigue 

In  rpcaklng  on  the  possibilities  of  the 
British  Kmplre  after  the  war.  Dr. 
Gordon  warned  Canadians  to  root  out 
the  influence  that  was  weaving  a  net- 
work of  intrigue  around  their  homes 
and  their  lives.  He  claimed  that  the 
same  propaganda  that  had  menaced 
Russia,  temporarily  defeated  Italy  and 
had  fought  to  paralyze  the  forces  of 
France  and  Great  Britain  »nd  the 
United  States  was  also  in  league  with 
certain  Interests  In  Canada.  The 
forces  of  disintegration,  he  declared, 
were  slowly  eating  their  way  into  the 
life  and  soul  of  the  Allied  nations,  and 
they  must  be  for  ever  blotted  out. 

"Wo  all  know  we  are  going  to  win 
the  war.  yet  we  have  been  several 
times  on  the  brink  of  irretrievable  dis- 
aster— sq  close  to  tba  verge  of  the  pre- 
cipice that  we  have  looked  over  into 
the  abyss.  We  must  organise  every- 
thing that  we  may  never  again  be 
drawn  so  olese  to  the  edge.  The  Hun 
has  got  old  scores  to  settle  with  Can- 
ada, and  seme  day  she  will  try  to 
wreak  her  vengeance  by  one  crushing 
blow  at  our  thin  khaki  lias  in  Pranee.

Vlatson  Company  Plans  Build- 
ing Own  Ships  to  Replace 
.President  and    Governor—, 
Others  Gone  for  Good. 


That  the  withdrawal  from  the 
Victoria-California  run  of  the  Paclflo 
Steamship  Company's  vessels  President 
«»d  Governor  will  bo  only  of  a  tem- 
porary nature,  and  that  both  ships  may 
toon  return  to  the  former  service,  is 
Indicated  by  reports  received  from  Ban 
FEenclaeo  that  the  Mataon  Navigation 
Company  will  bavin  at  once  to  And 
other  boats  to  replace  those  comman- 
deered by  the  United  States  Shipping 
Board. 

Officers  of  the  ltatsdn  Navigation 
Company  do  not  believe  that  the  steam- 
ships Maul,  liatsonla  and  WUhelmina, 
raeently  requisitioned  by  the  Govern- 
ment, will  be  turned  back  to  them  after 
they  have  been  converted  into  troop- 
ships. Plans* are  already  being  made 
for  keeping  up  the  Honolulu  freight  and 
passenger  service  of  the  company  to  as 
high  a  standard  as  possible  without  the 
three  line  ships.  Although  the  Paclflo 
Steamship  Company  steamers  President 
and  Governor  have  been  assigned  to  the 
Mataon  company.  It  is  already  planned 
to  give  better  service  than  these  ships 
can  give  them. 

No  ships  can  be  constructed  In  the 
United  States  at  this  time  except  for 
the  Government,  but  the  Matson  Navi- 
gation Company  is  said  to  be  preparing 
to  have  keels  laid  for  vessels  to  take 
the  places  of  the  three  commandeered 
ships   at   the   earliest   possible   moment. 

In  the  meantime  the  Pacific  Mall 
Steamship  Company  has  been  granted 
permission  by  the  U.  S.  authorities  to 
carry  freight  and  passengers  to  Hono- 
lulu November  17  on  the  company's 
steamship  Columbia.    • 

The  tonnage  of  the  Maul  and  Mat- 
sonia  is  set  at  17,000  tons,  while  the 
WUhelmina  is  smaller,  with  13,350. 

All  three  have  been  laid  down  1  since 
ltOO.  The  inside  of.  the  ships  will  be 
torn  out  in  the.  transformation  into 
troopships,  making  them  almost  useless 
for  the  oljl  service.  It  is  also  estimated 
that.  the;  wear  and  tear,  perils  of  the  [ 
aea  and  other  factors  will  enter,  mak-  | 
Ing  it  possible  that  the  ships  will  never 
be  returned  to  the  Hawaii  run.

Increased  demand  for  fuel  oil  in  the 
war  on  the  Atlantic,  Wh4ch  makes  the 
liquid  much  leas  plentiful  than  on  the 
Pacific  Coast,  has  resulted  in  a  decision 
to  remove  oil  burners  from  the  Cunarder 
War  Viceroy  and  convert  the  furnaces 
1n*.o  oil  burners.  The  ship  Is  now  In  the 
north,  and  as  soon  aa  It  returns  to.  Its 
home  port  the  change  will  be  effected. 

Conditions  are  now  practically  the  re- 
verse to  what  they  were  a  few  years 
ago,  when  many  of  the  steamship  lines 
were  outfitting  their  coal-burlng  ves- 
sels with  facilities  for  using  oil  as'  a 
power  medium. 

Steamers  fitted  with  fuel  oil  tanks, 
which  means  the  double  bottoms  may  be 
filled,  as  well  as  the  fore  and  after 
peaks,  can  do  more  than  their  share  In 
the  transportation  of  war  supplies,  for. 
in  addition  to  carrying  cargo  in  the  way 
of  ammunition,  foodstuffs,  hospital 
stores  and  the  like,  the  fuel  oil  com- 
partments can  be  filled  and  the  liquid 
pumped  out  on  the  other  side  for  the 
benefit  of  the  naval  force*.  If  oil  is 
carried  each  trip,  while  there  are  un- 
doubtedly large  shipments  made  In  regu- 
lar Unk  steamers,  the  gain  in  delivery 
will  be  appreciable,  it  is  said. 

In  view  of  the  war  conditions,  it  la 
thought  that  all  of  the  steamers  build- 
ing on  the  Pacific  Coast  that  are  in- 
tended for  service  on  the  Atlantic  will  be 
coal  burners,  while  the  wooden  vessels 
in  the  Pacific  will  use  oil.

JAPANESE  TO  BUILD 

NAIL-LESS  SCHOONERS 

,  VANCOUVER,  "Nov.  1.— It  is  prob- 
able that  some  500-ton  sea-going 
schooners  will  be  built  on  the  British 
Columbia  coast  entirely  of  British  Col- 
umbia timber.  There  will  be  no  nails, 
'  no  metal  of  any  kind.  Perhaps  some 
of  the  standing  gear  will  be  sheathed 
In  leather,  but  even  the  leather  will 
be  from  British  Columbia  animals,  the 
thlck-hlded  walrus. 

A  well-known  Japanese  shipbuilder 
of  Japan  Is  on  the  coast  now  making 
inquiries  Into  the  possibilities  of  con- 
struction of  wooden  ships  by  the  Jap- 
anese method.  It  is  probable  that  by 
Spring  a  shipyard  will  be  under  way 
In  some  timber-clad  cove  on  the  coast, 
where  the  worklngmen  are  all  from 
Nippon  and  the  shlpcraft  will  be  all 
Japanese. 

Negotiations  are  being  carried  on  for 
construction  contracts  and  timber  pur- 
chase. When  these  are  completed  the 
camp  will  be  started  somewhere  up 
the   coast. 

No  forests  produce  better  timber  for 
shipbuilding  than  the  forests  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia.  No  nation  produces 
shipbuilding  craftsmen  more  skilled  In 
cunning  fitting  of  ships'  timbers  than 
Japan.  An  ads.  a  crooked  knife  and 
an  axe  are  the  tools  required.  They  fit 
the  timbers  with  Interlocking  grooves, 
and  the  fating  makes  a  ship  like  one 
pjece  of  wood.  The  stays  and  trusses 
and  ribs  are  fitted  to  stand  the  greatest 
amount  of  strain,  and  a  strong  and 
presentable  ship  is  turned  out. 


PUERTO  MONTT  IS 

NOW  SWEDISH  VESSEL 

All  doubts  as  to  the  nationality  of 
the  ship  Puerto  Hontt,  which  has  been 
lying  at  Port  Townsend  for  the  past 
six  months,  have  at  last  been  laid  at 
rest.  The  flag  of  Sweden  has  been 
hoisted  on  the  mlssen  gaff,  while  the 
emblem  of  Chile  was  run  down.  The 
ship's  name  has  been  changed,  too.  It 
Is  to  be  known  in  future  as  the  Tran- 
socean,  of  Gottenberg.  Capt.  Nystron 
is  now  busy  hunting  up  a  crew  to  take 
the   vessel   to  sea. 


JAPAN'S  TRAMP  SHIPS 


There  were  S08  Japanese  tramp  ships, 
aggregating  805,406  tons,  at  the  end  of 
September,  according  to  an  investiga- 
tion by  the  Japanese  Department  of 
Communications.  Of  these,  50  are 
under  foreign  charter,  Including  12  to 
Britain,  8  to  Italy  and  6  to  France,  20 
to  the  United  States  and  5  to  other  for- 
eign countries.  Because  of  the  new 
shipping  law  the  authorities  here  de- 
sire to  know  where  these  ships  are  now, 
but  owing  to  the  fact  that  most  of  them 
are  sub-chartered,  it  will  take  some 
time  before  the  officials  can  determine 
their  exact  location.

Liquidation  Yesterday  More 
Severe  Than  on  Previous 
Days— War  Tax  Predictions 
Exert  Some  Influence, 


»  NEW  YORK,  Nov.  1.— The  etock  mar- 
ket was  In  the  throes  of  another  con- 
vulston  today,  liquidation  encompass- 
ing the  entire  list  at  extreme  reces- 
sions of  2  to  10  points.  Lowest  prices 
were  made  In  the  Anal  hour,  no  sup- 
port being  offered  even  at  marked  con- 
cessions. 

Selling  was  of  a  wider  and  more 
urgent  character,  and  wan  frequently 
accelerated  by  bear  drives.  Recent  ef- 
forts of  officials  of  the  exchange  to 
minimise  or  restrict  such  speculative 
operations  culminated  In  official  action 
by  the  exchange  requiring  members  to 
report  their  borrowings  of  stock  to  the 
committee  on  business  conditions. 

No  new  factors  presented  them' 
selves,  but  the  discouragement  created 
by  recent  developments  was  increased 
by  predictions'  that  .war  taxes  are  like, 
ly  to  become  more  onerous.  Financial 
statements  Issued  during  the  day '  by 
various  Industrial  corporations'  bore 
patiently  upon  the  government's  pol- 
icy of  taxation.

▼lew  of  Copper  Situation 

In  his  last  Weekly  Copper  Letter, 
published1  In  The  Boston  Commercial  of 
October  27,  Mr.  Geo.  L.  Walker,  the 
well  known  writer  on  copper,  observed: 

"The  practical  deadlock  in  the  copper 
market  has  not  been  relieved.  Although 
the  agreed-upon  price  remains  at  23% 
cents,  consumers  all  over  the  country 
are  complaining  of  their  Inability  to 
purchase  any  of  the  metal  at  that 
price.  Those  consumers  who  previously 
to  the  agreement  between  the  Govern, 
ment  and  the  producers  had  made  pur- 
chases  for  deliveries  over  the  remaining 
months  of  the  year  are  now  having  a 
portion  of  It  delivered  to  them.  Other 
consumers  either  are  buying  copper  In 
the  outaldo  market  at  20  to  27  cents 
a  pound  or  curtailing  their  activities. 
The  producers  state  frankly  that  pre- 
vious sales  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Government  and  its  Allies  added 
will  absorb  practically  all  of  the  metal 
they  expect  to  be  able  to  deliver  up  to 
the  end  of  this  year.  They  are  rushing 
production,  however,  and  will  endeavor 
by  every  means  In  their  power  to  sup- 
ply all  demands. 

"One  factor  that  can  be  depended 
upon  to  help  relieve  the  condition  ma- 
terially ts  the  fact  that  Industrial  con- 
sumption la  being  curtailed  or  deferred. 
Building  operations  have  been  reduced 
very  greatly;  comparatively  little  Is  be* 
lng  done  In  the  way  of  electric  lighting 
installation  and  telephone  extensions 
and  permanent-construction  work  of  all 
kinds  la  being  held  up  by  the  scarcity 
and  high  cost  of  labor  and  supplies. 
Naturally  all  this  exerts  an  influence  to 
diminish  for-  the  time  being  the  con- 
sumption   of  copper. 

"In  some  quarters  the  argument  is 
heard  that  this  will  be  detrimental  (p 
the- copper-producing  Industry,  aa  It  will 
encourage  the  use  of  substitutes.  If 
industrial  expansion  were  proceeding  at 
Its  normal  rate  auch  an  argument 
would  be  deserving  of  consideration.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  however,  Industrial 
expansion  is  practically  at  a  standstill. 
It  Is  being  deferred  until  peace  returns 
and  hrlnga  with  It  an  adequate  supply 
of  labor  and  materials.  Instead  of  In- 
juring the  copper-producing  business 
permanently,  this  general  tendency  to 
defer  constructive  operations  insures  a 
big  demand  for  the  metal  after  the 
war.  » 

Mo  Bioroasi  in  Vgo  of  Copper 

"As  yet  there  is  no  indication  of  any 
Immediate  decrease  in  the  use  of  cop. 
par  in  the  manufacture  of  munitions. 
Clearly  It  la  the  plan  of  the  Allies  to 
blow  the  Germane  out  of  the  trenches 
In  Northern  France  and  Belgium  by 
contlnuoua  and  unceasing  artillery  fire. 
It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  the  mu- 
nition requirements  of  the  war  will  in- 
crease rather  than  decrease. 

"It  would  be  Interesting  to  know  what 
percentage  of  present  copper  production 
is  being  absorbed  by  the  world-wide 
shipbuilding  campaign.  Every  ship 
built  contains  an  Immense  amount  of 
this  metal,  as  construction  Is  along 
thoroughly  modern  lines,  each  vessel 
being  equipped  with  a  complete  electric 
plant  snd  nearly  all  of  them  with  wire- 
less outfits.  On  the  other  hand,  no  in- 
significant amount  ot  eopper  Is  going 
to  the  bottom  of  the  ocean  with  the 
many  ships  which  are  being  sunk  every 
week.  Thus  we  And  new  and  Important 
sources  of  demand  aad  growing  waate 
and  loss  In  a  year  when  strikes  and 
other  labor  troubles  hare  cut  Into  the 
world's  production  to  the  extent  of  12 
to  10  per  cent.  Of  course,  the  copper 
situation  is  not  satisfactory;  but  the 
consumers  rather  than  the ;  producers 
are  doing  the  worrying.

"Copper  mining,  as  It  Is  coifducted  by 
many,  big  corporations  now,  Is  a  bust* 
ness  that  possesses  fully  as  much  sta- 
bility as  manufacturing  or  transporta- 
tion. The  metal  is  one  of  the  world's 
standard  eommodltlea  and  It  enjoys  a 
world-wide  market.  Nothing  else  could 
have  happened  that  would  have  made  so 
apparent,  as  the  war  has,  the  necessity 
of  hydro-electric  development  In  every 
country  where  rivers  run.

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The  promotion  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Allan, 
who  has  been  for  the  past  seven  or 
eight  years  associated  with  the  B.  C.

His  work  in  connection  with  the  raising 
of  the  steamer  Admiral  Watson,  which 
•tank  at  her  dock  in  Seattle  in  October, 
1915,  also  caused  most  favorable  com- 
ment in  the  marine  publication*  of  the 
United  States  and  the  daily  press  on 
tills  coast. 

In  the  case  of  the  Sesostris,  the 
peculiar  position  of  the  vessel  on  the 
beach,  made  the  undertaking  one  of  ex- 
treme difficulty.  After  several  unsuc- 
cessful attempts  had  been  made  to  salve 
her,  the  British  Columbia  Salvage  Com- 
pany undertook  the  work  which  was 
concluded  last  Spring  when  the  big 
freighter  was  finally  hauled  several 
hundred  feet  back  Into  th*  sea  against 
almost  nnsurmountabl*  obstacles.

There  I*  s  pioneer  class  halfway  be- 
tween the**  real  eld- timer*  snd  the 
present  generation,  of  whom  less  has 
been  written— the  pioneers  of  the 
eighties — and  of  these  there,  are  more 
than  yon  would  suspect  who  have  been 
tempted  by  their  patriotism  to  forego 
a  life  of  comfort  and  enter  this  war. 
Of  these  I  have  met  a  few  out  here— 
sterling  men  and  At,  despite  their  yearn, 
for  all  art*,  IS  or  ov*r.  All  of  them 
"put  on*  areer**  the  feerulUng  authori- 
ty*. Perhap*  the  latter.  Ilk*  Lord 
NeUon.  put  th*  teleacope  to  their  Mind 
eye  when  the**  "war  babtea"  enlisted. 


At  the  laemewt  of  wilting  1  «*•  re- 
call at  tenet  three  of  these  veteran*. 
aarreTt-  Hewitt,  grlssled.  frsah  soaualsM- 
loned  and.  Ilk*  Saul,  hand  and  shoetA. 
*r*  names*  bin  commdng  nbmt  nix  feat 
iwar  tnehee—  "Long  Hewitt"  as  he  I* 
called,  n  veteran  of  the  *ttef  rebellion. 
a*  with   the   Tth   Pitt*  Ambulance,  and 
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plays  this  absolute  relish  for  war  and 
its  dangers,  though,  of  course  there 
may  be  others.  He  was  th*  late  Cap- 
tain McNeill,  whose  picture— an  excel- 
lent likeness— appeared  In  The  World 
when  he  gave  up  his  life  leading  his 
men  at  the  Somme.  Like  Hewitt.  Mc- 
Neill was  greatly  liked  by  his  ment  He 
had  not  the  slightest  "side"  and  was 
absolutely  fearless.  When  he  kindly 
went  out  of  hi*  way  to  look  me  up 
among  the  Canadians  on  the  Belgian 
front  we  had  a  great  "chin-wag"  (as  a 
nautical  friend  would  have  called  It). 
H*  was  fairly  revelling  in  the  atlvei,- 
ture.  A  month  later  he  had  "gone 
west"  at  th*  Somme 

"Snd"  Conway 

Sergt.  Conway,  of  one  of  th*  C.  M. 
R.  battalions — I  forget  which— is  the 
second  of  the  veterans  whom  I  recall. 
He  is  also  of  the  Rtel  Rebellion  and 
the  South  African  War.  Affectionate- 
ly known  as  "Dad,"  by  his  platoon,  he 
has  never  missed  a  turn  up  the  line 
in  17  months  out  here  and  haa  refused 
more  than  one  "bomb-proof"  Job.  I 
had  a  long  talk  with  him  one  morning 
in  a  front-line  dugout,  when  quit*  a 
number  of  his  comrade*  lay  nearby 
stiff  beneath  their  blankets,  awaiting 
burial,  the  result  of  a-  moonlight  en- 
counter In  No  Man's  Land  the  previous 
night  in  the  course  of  which  "Dad"  had, 
as  usual,  been  very  much  In  the  midst 
of  things.  "It  seems  Impossible  for  me 
to  get  a  Blighty,  though  I  -  shouldn't 
mind  one  now,"  he  laughed,  "they  never 
com*  my  way."  He  was  In  «*ha  pnr 
North,  beyond  the  Hudson  Bay,  when 
the  war  broke  out,  but,  upon  returning 
to  civilisation  and  discovering  what  had 
happened,  he  at  once  returned  to  his 
home  in  Nova  Scotl*  nnd  enlisted. 
Thorough 

The  third  of  the**  pioneers,  and  the 
one  I  have  known  best,  waa  ('pi.  Doug- 
las— "Old  Dug"  as  we  most  of  us  called 
him.  Gradually  during  our  association 
the  story  of  his  life  was  unfolded.  It 
was  most  unusual,  as  lives  in  the  West 
go,  but  it  was  full  of  strenuous  endea- 
vor from  the  days  when  he  was  en- 
gaged on  pioneer  C.  P.  R.  construction 
work  right  through  his  life.  In  different 
parts  of  British  Columbia,  chiefly  Vic- 
toria and  Vancouver,  until,  finally,  he 
became  a  wen  known  building  contrac- 
tor, living  out  at  Kburne,  whore  hit 
widow  and  youn^-  children  are  mourning 
hi*  loss,  and  where  he  was  known. as 
one  who  took  an  a<  live,  If  modest,  pdrt 
In  politic*  nnd  local  public  matters  gen- 
erally. 

It.  Is  sometimes  pointed  out  that 
th*  average  Canadian  artisan  Is 
quicker,  but  less  thorough  than  ths  av- 
erage Old  Country  artisan.  If  this  Is 
true.  "Dug*'  was  *  decided  exception  to 
the  rule.  From  the  time  when  I  was 
associated  with  him  In  Sergt. -Major  Cle- 
ment's military  engineering  class  In  the 
Drill  Hall,  North  Vancouver,  nearly  two 
year*  ago,  until  the  time  of  his  death, 
nothing  struck  me  more  than  the  con- 
scientious and  thorough  work  he  put 
Into  everything  he  handled,  whether  It 
was  wiring  out  In  No  Man's  Land  (of- 
ten under  fire),  rlvettlng,  sand-bagging 
or  constructing  hut*  for  troop*  back 
of  the  line.  Indeed,  nothing  Irritated 
htm  more  than  some  of  what  he  called 
the  slip-shod  (often  neceenertly  so  on 
account  of  lack  of  time),  "army  meth- 
ods" of  doing  things.  He  had  been 
used   to   another   school.

It 
Is  well  known  among  all  soldiers  out 
here.  Is  sometimes  nobly  earned  snd 
often  not  earned  at  all.  but  simply  an 
issue)  for  less  meritorious  service  than 
he  unostentatiously  performed  at  Ypres 
and  elsewhere.  Once,  Immediately  be- 
fore the  Vlmy  push,  when  every  unit 
was  working  at  high  pressure,  he  was 
(n  charge  of  some  Important  gun  em- 
placement work,  alternating  with  an- 
other N.  C.  O.  who  fell  111.  Although 
It  was  not  absolutely  necessary,  he  in- 
sisted upon  seeing  to  th*  work  ef  both, 
and  never  closed  hi*  •ym  for  thirty 
hours  or  more.

Keenly  Interested  in  politics,  and

reader  in  his  leisure  moments  and  also 
a  player  of  chess  (he  carried  a  pocket 
set  with  him).  I  first  remember  him 
playing  In  a  cabin  low  down  In  the 
Metagama  (two  of  the  Engineers  who 
played  with  him  then  are  buried,  the 
one  In  Belgium  and  the  ether  In 
France),  and  after  that  he  played  ,,v 
candle-light  in  dugouts,  shelters  and  nil 
manner  of  strange  places.
